Raleigh Fair Does 


Down “Smart” Concessioners’ Money 


a York and Turns 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—It looks like 
York (Pa.) Fair has nothing on North 
Carolina State Fair, Raleigh, in the mat- 
ter of concession operation and the 
barring of crooked games_ thereof. 
Raleigh was all set for the unwanted 
fraternity, says George Hamid, the 
booker, returning to New York from 
the N. C. spot, where he ran the event 
with Norman Y. Chambliss. 

Last year, the first year of the Hamid- 
Chambliss reign in Raleigh, there was a 
solemn pledge of no gambling made by 
the duo, as illegitimate game operation 
tended to decay the State event. They 
did a pretty fair job of eliminating 
racket, altho there was some off-color 
stuff around, Hamid says, because this 
was the first attempt in the clean-up 
campaign. 

This year the scene changed com- 
pletely. Max Linderman, manager of 
the World 2f Mirth Shows, was given 
the exclusive contract for midway and 
concessions. Linderman sold the con- 
cession end to Max Goodman, well 
known as one of the cleanest concession 
operators in carnival country. Instead of 
breaking up the grounds into 2 variety 
of concession space sizes, a nominal 
guarantee was asked from individual 
game pilots on the basis of percentage 
operation. This reduced the receipts as 
far as the fair management was con- 
cerned, but Hamid says it was worth it. 
The wheels, he states, did not prosper 
as anticipated, as the public was stiil 
thy of the games from its past experi- 
ences. Toward the end of the week 
practically all the skill games did fine 
business. 


The method employed was to bar the 
doubtful ones before they were booked, 
not after. Dozens of applicants for 
game space were turned down flatly 
three days before the fair opened. Re- 
fusal process was based on a knowledge 
of concessioners—both general and 
Specific ones—possessed by Linderman, 
Goodman, Hamid and Chambliss. Not

DALLAS, Oct. 22.—The 48th annual 
State Pair of Texas swan song last night 
Yas the most joyous in five years. Clos- 
nig with a gate 44,456 ahead of the 
1833 total, the exposition satisfied 
feryone. Total attendance was 906,148 
*gainst 861,692 last year. The fair dates 
Were October 6-21. 

Day by day the gate ran ahead of last 
year's except for the second Sunday and 
the second Thursday. On the former 
the differerce was only a few thousand. 
On the latter the gate had to overcome 
the handicap of 115,000 in 1933, when 
Vice-President Garner and Postmaster 
General Farley were visitors and the 
turnstiles were thrown wide open. 

President Otto Herold pronounced 


one store was closed, according to 
Hamid, which he claims is a record for 
Raleigh, and not one complaint regis- 
tered.

The governor of the State was forced 
to sit in the bleachers to watch the 
Priday night show.

Gillmore Offers AEA Affiliation

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 20. — The producers here being unwilling to make any 
concessions to the Screen Actors’ Guild, the players wiil probably accept the invita- 
tion of Frank Gillmore, Equity president, to join that organization, which will 
bring the Guild under the American Federation of Labor. This move was virtually 
decided Wednesday night when the committee representing the players and pro- 
ducers could get nowhere. It is understood the producers came out flat-footed and 
contended that the players had no legitimate grievances, turning down all sugges- 


Berg To Reopen Fight on 
Sunday Shows for Legit 


Bill to be brought up again when State lawmakers re- 
convene—was defeated last year—Equity still opposed 
—Berg plans huge organizational campaign 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Senator Julius S. Berg, prime proponent of Sunday shows 
in the New York State Senate, will revive his bill providing for local option on the 


question of Sunday entertainment when the State solons reconvene. 


He intro- 


duced the bill again last week. Last year, when the bill came up, it was defeated 
overwhelmingly, due, according to Senator Berg, to the organization of opponents. 
Actors’ Equity has always been opposed to it, as have church organizations in the 
State. On the other hand, managers and almost all others connected with the 


legitimate theater have favored Sunday 
shows, contending that if burlesque and 
films were allowed on the Sabbath the 
legitimate theater should certainly be 
accorded the same privilege. 


Sunday shows have always been a bitter 
point between Equity and the managers, 
the fight reaching its crux two years ago 
when producers circulated a petition 
favoring Sunday shows among the Equity 
membership. Equity contended that the

The screen players are in a mood to 
come under the AFL. for many believe 
that the producers were too arbitrary in 
the matter of making concessions. Most 
of the players feel that their only oppor- 
tunity to get improvements is under an 
AFL charter. 

Gillmore, remembering the crushing 
defeat of Equity five years ago when that 
organization lost a battle to organize the 
screen players, is particularly pleased 
with the present situation. 

In order for the Guild to come into 
the Equity fold the matter must be 
passed upon by Equity members, but it is 
a foregone conclusion that Equity will be 
only too pleased to acquire the added 
strength that the screen players can give. 
It will also be necessary for the Guild to 
obtain the sanction of its members to 
join Equity, but this looks like a mere 
formality. 

The opinion here prevails that the pro- 
ducers made a bad move in turning down 
the Guild cold. It is believed that the 
Guild was open for arbitration and in a 
receptive mood, but the attitude of the 
producers has put the screen players in 
a fighting frame of mind and they are 
ready to go the limit to tie up with 
Equity and AFL in order to obtain a new 
working contract.

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No Music Hall Changes Are 
In Sight, Despite Rumor 


Report said Albert Scott, new Rockefeller Center presi- 
dent, would make changes in setup—Music Hall under 
direction of Van Schmus has made strides 


NFW YORK, Oct. 20.—Considerable excitement was stirred this week by the 
persistent report that Albert Scott, recently made president of Rockefeller Center 
Corporation, would institute a number of important changes in the Music Hall. 
Scott, however, stated that in his capacity as president he will not come in contact 
with the theatrical end of Radio City, and that there are no changes contemplated. 
Scott, who is president of Lockwood & Green, Inc., an engineering firm, was recently 
made president of the Rockefeller Center group, succeeding Col. Arthur Woods, who 


was elevated to chairman of the board of 
directors. There are periodic reports of 
sweeping changes in the setup of the 
Music Hall and Center theaters, but the 
executives point out that for the past six 
months the Music Hall has been steadily 
strengthening its position and concede 
that W. G. Van Schmus, director, is doing 
a job that could not be improved upon. 


Under the direction of Van Schmus the 
Music Hall has made a steady climb in 
grosses and has added dignity to the 
biggest theater in the world.

Louis Macloon and Lucille 
Ryman, producers, preferred charges 
when Barlow walked out of the show 
without notice. There had been a dis- 
pute over billing, but, according to the 
froducers, Barlow had agreed to remain 
in the cast. The show had been called 
off after the walkout, with $300 re- 
funded to customers, but it went on 
again two nights later with Crane 
Wilbur in Barlow’s role. 


In addition to charges filed before 
Equity, Miss Ryman announced that 
she would sue the actor for $50,000 for 
breach of contract.

What Price Critics? 


PARIS, Oct. 13.—The depression has hit 
the theatrical critics of Paris, but unlike 
the manual laborers the out-of-work critics 
receive scant sympathy from the municipal 
relief bureaus. One applicant for aid was 
told: “The task of a critic is not work’; 
another was informed: “The profession of 
a journalist is uncontrollable.” In other 
words, the unlucky Paris critics get no help. 


AFM Unfair List’s

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—October list of 
those unfair to the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians contains several well- 
known theatrical names. Included are 
Charles E. Morrison; Chamberlain Brown, 
prceducer and agent; I. H. Herk, Con 
Conrad, the Town Hall in New York and 
others less known. 

Morrison is tabbed as defaulting on 
$1,600 claimed due members of the 
AFM for services rendered. 


Bert Lown Bankrupt 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Bankruptcy and 
Bert Lown, orchestra leader, met and 
shook hands this week when the bands- 
man filed a petition listing $9,381 in 
liabilities against $3,271 in assets. He 
gave his profession as being an unem- 
ployed musician. 


Lister Goes to Hollywood 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Disputes over 
who if any would get Prancis Lister in 
his next show were settled last week 
when Lister signed up with 20th Cen- 
tury for a film role. Two managers had 
petitioned Equity earlier in the week to 
waive its alien actor ruling in Lister’s 
favor on the basis of exceptional talent. 
They were Worthington Minor, who 
wanted him for the Shubert’s produc- 
tion of Something Gay, and Robert V. 
Newman, who asked him for There’s 
Wisdom in Women. Both were refused 
by Equity council. 

Lister last appeared in The Red Cat, 


Al Woods’ production which folded re- 
cently. 


Progressive Groups Favor 
Theatrical Union Council 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.— Progressive 
groups in three theatrical unions met 
here unofficially Monday afternoon and 
went on record in favor of a Theatrical 
Trades Union Council. The groups, 
which have creanized a permanent 
Theatrical Committee for Progressive 
Unionism, will meet again October 29. 
They are inviting members of other 
unions here to attend. 


Members of Motion Picture Operators’ 
Union, Local 306; of Local 16 of the 
Restaurant and Bartender Workers’ In- 
dustrial Union and of the Asscciation of 
Theatrical Agents and Managers organ- 


ized the committee this week. Al 
Goldenburg, of Local 306, was elected 
temporary chairman. John McCarron, 
of the ATAM, was one of the speakers. 
He presented the attitude of the theat- 
rical agents and of the actors. 


A resolution setting up the commit- 
tee as a permanent organization and 
another urgirg the formation of the 
trades union council were passed. The 
resolution urged that the council be 
formed immediately of officials and one 
especially elected delegate of each local. 
Idea is to start the council in this city 
and expand it nationally. 


Turndown of Scalper Tickets 


Upheld by N. Y. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—A signal victory 
in the control of ticket scalpers was won 
this week when Supreme Court Justice 
Cohn upheld the management of the 
Martin Beck Theater, where the D’Oyly 
Carte Company is playing, in its refusal 
to honor ducats bought from scalpers. 
The case came up when Harry Cohen, a 
ticket broker who had set up shop a few 
doors away from the theater, sued to re- 
strain the theater from refusing to honor 
tickets sold by him. 

In his decision Supreme Court Justice 
Cohn said that the theater was honestly

trying to aid prospectve purchasers, and 
that, by a sign and by agents patrolling 
the front of the house, warned patrons 
that tickets bought from scalpers would 
not be honored. 


“In barring from its theater patrons 
who have purchased tickets from the 
plaintiff after the warning given,” he 
said, “the defendant acted entirely within 
its rights. A theater ticket is a license 
personal in its character, and can be re- 
voked at any time. The proprietor has 
the right to decide who shall be ad- 
mitted to witness performances and who 
shall be excluded. 


“The employment of reasonable meas- 
ures to stamp out abuses attendant upon 
ticket speculation as practiced by the 
plaintiff is amply justified in principle 
and authority. In the public interest fair 
efforts to eradicate the evil should not be 
discouraged by a court of equity. De- 
fendant’s offer to repurchase at box-office 
prices all tickets in plaintiff's possession 
adequately protects the latter.”

Three new 
plays opened, and the batting average was 
.666 for the flops and .333 for the hit. 
One can only use this latter term in the 
singular these days. Brock Pemberton 
is the lucky producer; Personal Appear. 
ance is the play. 


Rowland Stebbins, alias Laurence 
Rivers, Inc., brought in Lost Horizons 
with an almost unanimous vote of dis- 
approval. Its existence appears to be 
short and uneventful. Hipper’s Holiday, 
opening the wake of Personal Appearance, 
is just another show that fared badly at 
the hands of the critical boys and seems 
doomed to an early grave. 


The Great Waltz claims to have taken 
in $60,000 this week. Max Gordon's show 
No. 2, Spring Song, is doing fair business, 
probably because of Francine Larrimore 
and itstheme. Dodsworth, Gordon No. 3, 
is his steadiest winner at $18,000. The 
Farmer Takes a Wife, his fourth offering, 
will be brought into town next week. As 
for the Shuberts, Life Begins at 8:40 is 
still in the $40,000 class. College Sinners 
and Spring Freshet have left town, and 
the Shubert freres will soon present Sezes 
and Sevens and promise a new Follies 
shortly. 


Courtney Burr, disputing Gordon's 
claim as the most prolific producer, has 
Sailor, Beware!, still playing after a year 
to the tune of $5,000 in good weeks. 
Small Miracle, the Burr melodrama, is 
doing nicely around $9,000 or $10,000 per 
week. Ladies Money, his third offering, 
will come to town next week, bringing 
Eric Linden of the motion pictures back 
to New York. The D’Oyly Carte Gilbert 
and Sullivan Troupe has been so suc- 
cessful that it will stay on until 
December and probably continue to do 
capacity business. 


Judgment Day is now at the Pulton 
and doing about $9,000 a week. The 
second Rice show, Between Two Worlds, 
comes to the Belasco this week. Bridal 
Quilt and Dream Child have closed. Er- 
rant Lady and A Ship Comes In have 
been hanging on edge ever since opening. 
Business around the $2,500 mark for both. 
The same for Kill That Story, one that 
closed and reopened again at cut rates. 
Divided by Three is still doing fairly good 
business, but isn’t planning more than 
a week in advance. The Distaff Side is 
going along at about $10,000. Tobacco 
Road goes on and on with $4,000 or $5,000 
about right.

Her 
neme is Ann Sheridan. 

The stream is unending: harmonica 
players, colored duets and quartets—one, 
the Richmond Four, an excellent unit. 
One howl was afforded last week when 
a Mr. Garrett, a Galway Irishman, 
stepped up. His specialty was breathing 
thru his nose to sound like a siren. 
Garrett had written a song, built around 
his great talent. He said it was short— 
only three verses and a chorus. 

But standing out on the show and 
making it what success it is is Major 
Bowes. Without his showmanship, or 
showmanship from someone else as 
capable, the program would likely lose 
fire. That is the most pertinent point— 
other than the tragedy of the would-be 
Jane Fromans or Bing Crosbys who 
scund more like asthmatic hippopatami. 


Amended Theater Code Now 
Before Board for Approval 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The amended 
code for the full-length dramatic and 
musical theater industry, which super- 
sedes in toto the code which was ap- 
proved August 16, 1933, is now before 
the National Industrial Recovery Board 
for approval. The approval is expected 
shortly, possibly later today. 

Principal amendments to the existing 
code provide for changes as to minimum 
wages, some changes as to hours and 
changes in the ticket broker provisions. 
Increases will probably be provided in 
the minimum wage section, while 
maximum hours will probably be ex- 
tended to certain employees not hereto- 
fcre coming under the code. Also, more 
stringent provisions as to working con- 
ditions will probably be provided by a 
representative of consumers and of the 
administration. Further provisions are 
expected to take the form necessary to 
eliminate ticket broker abuses, includ- 
ing licensing and the provision that 
rulings of the code authority be subject 
to approval, if desired, of the National 
Industrial Recovery Board. 

It will probably eventuate that 25 per 
cent of tickets must be held in box 
Gffices for general sale and that no 
broker be permitted to make a charge 
of more than 75 cents in excess of 
regular price. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—That further 
Study of the ticket broker situation is 
intended was indicated here this morn- 
ing by the receipt of a telegram sent by 
Deputy NRA Administrator William P. 
Farnsworth to Brock Pemberton, of the 
Code Authority. It suggests that an 
exhaustive study be made of ticket pro- 
visions in the code, the findings to be 
reported to the National Industrial Re- 
covery Board Broker situation may 
again hold up code signing. 


Slim Attendance at 
Fritzi Scheff Opening 


DAYTON, O. Oct. 22—The new 
Fritzi Scheff concert company opened 
here Thursday evening in Memorial Hall. 
Georgeously gowned, Miss Scheff sang 
Friml’s Love at Last and selections from 
Victor Herbert operettas, responding 
with Kiss Me Again for an encore. There 
is stil] a glow to her voice, her sustain- 
ing power is undiminished and she takes 
her high notes with ease. 

The rest of the company was mainly 
so-so, with Catherine Woodruff, harp 
soloist, as the best of the supporting 
artists. Harvey Brownfield nearly ran 
away with the show with his piano ac- 
cordion playing. 

Earl Puller’s Orchestra played pleas- 
antly, mostly medleys of popular num- 
bers, and other items were Dorothy 
Dawn, violinist; Doris Myers, xylophon- 
ist; Don Alp Loma, violinist, and an 
inspiring tenor, Homer Barnhart.

Equity affiliation to the Screen Actors’ 
Guild, but since such affiliation has been 
Equity’s aim since the rise of the Guild, 
little trouble here is expected. Equity 
Officials pointed out that independent 
AFL affiliation would not be possible to 
the Guild unless Equity first split its 
jurisdiction, which now includes the pic- 
ture field—and that Equity has no inten- 
tion of doing. 

Chances of an affiliate under Equity, 
however, are excellent, that being con- 
sidered here the ideal way of working out 
the situation. It was pointed out that 
a singly administered organization for 
both fields might become unwieldy and 
might favor the interests of one field at 
the expense of the other. With a separate 
organization for the film field, set up in 
California under Equity jurisdiction, all 
the advantages of unity and strength and 
single consideration of mutual problems 
would be offered and, in addition, prob- 
lems individual to each fielc’ could be 
considered by that field alone. 

Such an arrangement would also 
obviate the necessity of jurisdictional 
changes of people going from legit to 
pictures and back again, and would in 
general help to clear up the entire pic- 
ture of actor unionization. 


Court Stays Attempt To 
Displace Burly Contractors 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Supreme Court 
Justice Cohn rendered a decision on Pri- 
day staying Local 802 of the musicians’ 
union from displacing the contractors at 
the Werba, Republic and Gotham bur- 
lesque theaters here until a trial of all 
the issues comes up during the No- 
vember term. 

Some weeks ago when the local at- 
tempted to displace the contractors the 
theaters objected. I. H. Herk, chairman 
Burlesque Code Authority, appealed to 
the regional labor board for aid, which 
referred the matter to Commissioner 
William C. Liller, a commissioner of con- 
Cciliation of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. The commissioner, after 
a hearing, recommended that the status 
quo be maintained for a period of three 
months. Herk then appeared before the 
governing board of the local and re- 
quested that the recommendation be 
heeded. 

The local’s governing board declined 
to do so, and Herk requested that they 
give the machinery set up by the NRA 
a chance to function. He then appealed 
to Fred Birnbach, assistant to Joseph N. 
Weber, of the American Federation of 
Musicians. The stay could not be 
granted there cither. The contractors 
of the burlesque theaters then engaged 
Charles A. Oberwager to institute in- 
junction proceedings in Supreme Court. 

The court granted permission to the 
Code Authority to appear in the case as 
a friend of the court, and Paul Wein- 
traub, counsel for the Authority, pre- 
sented the case from that angle. The 
case was heard October 8. 


Ralph Kettering in Hospital 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Ralph T. Ketter- 
ing, playwright and former theater 
operator, was seriously injured Saturday 
night when the taxi in which he was 
riding crashed into a wrecked car. 
Kettering is in the John B. Murphy

HERE seems to be some dif- 
ference of opinion as to 
whether Eddie Cantor de- 

serves the rating of America’s 
No. 1 comedian. That difference 
of opinion can be expected to 
exist regardless of the personality 
involved in the unofficial confer- 
ring of this distinction. But no- 
body will deny that Cantor is the 
most outspoken and, frequently, 
the most eloquent of his calling. 
Radio editors or critics have for 
some time been Cantor's pet hate. 
The astute gentleman has stolen 
countless headlines with his out- 
pourings against the boys who 
constitute themselves the radio 
authorities on the staffs of daily 
papers. We must confess the 
most of Cantor’s arguments are 
sound and that his venom is not 
necessarily derived from a sam- 
pling of sour grapes. Certain of 
the critics haven’t been very kind 
to Cantor, but knowing the man 
as we do we cannot feel free to say 
that his obsession is due to the 
agonies of a sorehead—or the 
dizzy feeling superinduced by 
what is commonly. described as a 
swell head. 


At last week’s luncheon meeting of the 
Associated Motion Picture Advertisers 
(AMPA), and incidentally one of the 
most interesting meetings we have had 
the pleasure of attending, Cantor spoke 
charmingly and wittily. At the con- 
clusion of his set remarks he opened the 
floor for a question and answer period— 
an unusual procedure and a rather pre- 
sumptuous one, in the sense that the 
self-possessed comedian indicated that he 
is qualified to answer any and all queries 
put by an audience that comprised a 
cross-section of the best brains in the 
home office sector of the film industry. 
One of the hearers asked Cantor: “What 
about radio critics?” To which the pop- 
eyed master of wit and jollity facetiously 
replied: “There are no New York radio 
critics’—and then into a tirade against 
the alleged radio experts of which the 
following is a sketchy outline: 


Radio critics lack background. They have 
no standing. Most of them are fresh from 
their high-school classes and sadly bereft of the 
equipment necessary to comment intelligently, 
let alone critically, on drama, comedy, sym- 
phony concerts and other categories that make 
up the mine run of radio programs. . . . 


Racketeering is rampant among them. To 
cite a few examples—a songwriter among them 
asks radio artists to sing his songs and if he 
gets a turndown proceeds to lambast the artist 
in column after column. Another is engaged— 
on the side as it were—in making shorts. If 
an artist refuses to “co-operate” by lending 
his services to the columnist he receives similar 
treatment at his hands via the written word. 
A certain columnist who couldn't get a rise out 
of Cantor found a way to annoy him by sug- 
gesting in his pillar that the comedian is the 
target of a kidnaping ring. This sent the 
Cantor family into a panic and prompted Mrs. 
Cantor to arrange for a flight to the Coast to 
be near him and possibly help scare the 
snatchers away. The report was, of course, 
without the slightest basis in fact. 


There are—Cantor admitted—one or two 
good radio critics, but the rest are not fit to 
hold their jobs and, besides, they prostitute 
their function by dealing in their columns with 
practically everything except the dishing out 
of gossip about artists, studios and others in 
the radio field. 

* ~ 

Cantor is to be admired for his candor. 
He is to be criticized to some extent for 
his vindictiveness. It is as bad to damn 
everybody in a certain class as it is to say 
a man is an ace because so-called blue 
blood flows thru his veins. Radio critics 
are not quite as bad as Cantor paints 


them. It must be allowed, out of fair- 
ness to Cantor, that certain exaggera- 
tions and distortions are necessary for 
dramatic effect. That’s showmanship and 
Cantor is a master of that. 

But radio critics are by no means above 
reproach and it is high time that the 
dailies that employ them did something 
about it. It is high time, also, that dailies 
did something about drama and movie 
critics, too. The man writing on a branch 
of amusements for a publication catering 
to the layman must be primarily a re- 
porter. He cannot, with his limited back- 
ground of actual experience—and fre- 
quently with his shallow intellectual 
store—put himself up as a dictator of the 
public’s taste. It is or should be his duty 
to report. The rest should be left to the 
public. 


The devastations of drama, movie and 
radio critics have filled storehouses with 
trappings of plays that deserved success 
and would have been accorded support if 
given a Chinaman’s chance. Good films 
have lost money for producers because 
certain film critics obeyed that impulse 
to be wisecrackers. Countless radio 
artists are down in the dumps because 
at the time they gave their best efforts 
to the control room thru an uncomplain- 
ing mike the radio-critic fraternity de- 
cided that it wouldn't be quite the thing 
to boost. Plays and films and even radio 
artists have succeeded despite inept, 
biased and racketeering criticism. But 
the higher percentages are in the column 
of failures, 

* * * 


Radio artists, particularly, are blinded 
by the glamour of plugs in certain 
columns. They little realize the truth; 
that the public is the judge, jury and 
supreme court. That the public will take 
what it likes in radio regardless of the 
ravings or slams of biased commentators. 
As a matter of unassailable fact, to be 
plugged in a certain Broadway colum- 
nist’s pillar is a sign for sponsors and sta- 
tion executives to lay off. This com- 
mentator has become so well known by 
now for his bias that his own column is 
the best indication of what’s what—by 
reverse English. In this sign lies hope— 
hope for the Cantors and others who have 
despaired up until now of ever getting a 
fair break from the radio press. 

A liar, skillful tho he might be, even- 
tually lies himself out of standing. A 
radio commentator who cries wolf too 
often winds up—in the approved mixed 
metaphor manner—yelling for help while 
the life guards keep on with their game 
of leap frog, blithely unaware of his real 
peril. But the publishers of dailies can 
help a lot by hastening the process. They 
owe it to their readers—the great public 
that has made radio what it is today and 
will make the radio of tomorrow. But 
maybe some rabid radio fan sees in all 
of this a Great Plot to kill radio. One 
can’t swear for anything these days—not 
even for the authenticity of Joe Cook’s 
Hawaiians. 


LL of the show business should turn 
at this time to burlesque—a lowly 
but tremendously important institu- 

tion. For in burlesque lies the salvation 
of radio, films and the musical sector of 
the legitimate stage. One might even add 
to this, after scanning the record of years, 
the dramatic stage. The developing 
grounds for new talent have been prac- 
tically wiped out—except in burlesque. 
Until recently vaudeville was regarded 
as a hatchery for budding comedians, 
novel entertainers and promising vocal- 
ists. Vaudeville lingers on, all set for 
that Great Big Comeback, but as a field 
in which talent can be nurtured, encour- 
aged and shaped it is out of the running. 
Vaudeville has not the breadth necessary 
for development. Lack of opportunities 
for the rising artist and the complete dis- 
appearance of break-in tiine have made 
of vaudeville a harbor for mediocre artists, 
dotted sparsely with material of promise. 
Vaudeville has been stultified by those 
who stand to profit most from its re- 
vivification. But that is another story. 
Burlesque, still held down to its couch 
of debauchery by strippers and grinding 
and bumping “artists,” is none the less 
the hope of tomorrow’s talent army in the 
major amusement fields. In the stock 
companies strewn over the country lie 
golden opportunities for comedians to 
develop, to whip into shape personalities 
that some day will earn for their pos- 
sessors salaries running into thousands. 
Even on the wheels, where shows are 
changed with less frequency, opportunity 
lies in wait for its quarry. Burlesque is 
the engine room of the ship that is called 
show business. The gold-braided gents 
on the bridge, breathing the pure air of 
the higher reaches, should give heed to 
the mechanism that sends the craft on 
its way today and will tomorrow bring it

No two tele firms 
can agree on one method of procedure.

WOR Passes Up the P.-R. Service; 
First in N. Y. To Sign T.-R. News 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Situation con- 
cerning news on radio stations covering 
New York popped wide open this week 
when WOR, Newark, signed up for Her- 
bert Moore’s Trans-Radio news service. 
WOR is the first New York station to 
take news matter other than that sup- 
plied by the publishers’ Press-Radio Bu- 
reau, which has all the other stations, 
large and small, in the section. Trans- 
Radio starts officially on WOR next 
Monday (22), when the outlet will put 
on four 15-minute news spots daily. 

WOR has not signed the press-radio 
agreement consummated by the two net- 
works with publishers’ representatives. 
Until recently WOR had been getting 
its own news on important events and 
flashing it on the air, oftentimes ahead 
of other stations and dailies’ appear- 
ances on the street. Several weeks ago 
the station went into a sort of semi- 
official news exchange basis with Moore’s 
organization, Moore's deal with WOR 
is on a temporary basis, financially, and 
will be changed when and if the sta- 
tion sells the news broadcasts. Outlet 
is concentrating on selling the news 
periods commercially. 


Deal is considered a good break for 
Moore. Latter’s Trans-Radio, with which 
is merged Ivan Johnson's Radio News 
Service of America. services about 90 
stations in this country, as well as some 
foreign stations via short wave. WOR 
is one of the strongest stations here- 
abouts and goes to 50,000 kilowatts in 
November. 


Situation is regarded with consider- 
able interest in the entire radio and 
news field locally. While WOR is not 
going into direct competition with the 
dailies, the station, at the same time, 
isn’t helping the situation along. What 


the results will be regarding other sta- 
tions and the actions both they and 
dailies might take is still in the air. 
Broadcast industry, however, feels that 
WOR’s action might be the start of the 
long extended blow off, due to the gen- 
eral station and listener dissatisfaction 
with news as it is now handled thru 
Press-Radio. Latter organization is feed- 
ing two five-minute periods daily, plus 
flash bulletins, to about 300 stations, 
many more than any other opposition 
news service has. 


Moore’s coverage on news includes the 
Havas agency, French government-owned 
bureau, for European news and a staff 
of men in New York and correspondents 
thruout the country, some on space 
rates. He is expected to increase his 
staff for WOR. Moore also feeds news 
to the Yankee network. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20—John Shep- 
ard III, boss of the Yankee network, 
one of the broadcasters appearing be- 
fore the Federal Communications Com- 
mission this week in the battle against 
25 per cent allocation to “educational” 
programs, stated that the broadcast of 
news bulletins was a highly important 
duty of radio stations. He expressed his 
belief that such periods are both educa- 
tional and in the public interest. He 
said Yankee’s news service cost $1,500 
weekly to operate. 

Surveys taken, according to Shepard, 
showed considerable public desire and 
interest in news broadcasts. The agree- 
ment resulting in the Press-Radio Bu- 
reau forced his network into oppositicn 
to the dailies and into news gathering 
Shepard claims his news broadcasts are 
preferred by listeners to the Press-Radio 
Bureau periods. 


for consideration with the legal depart- 
ments of the two networks. It ts im- 
partially stated that the stagehands have 
clear reasons for recognition whenever 
broadcasters may go into actual theeters 
to put on shows. Whether the union can 
get into the actual studios is another 
question. The networks themselves have 
already turned down this proposal. NBC’s 
out was the same as used, it is reported, 
in avoiding paying license fees as thea- 
ters, as proposed by the license depart- 
ment of the city. That out is that the 
studios are not theaters, in view of the 
fact that the seats are movable. Local's 
brief contains the angle, however, that 
the networks are using all other union 
help in putting on performances, with 
union musicians and mostly union 
(Equity) actors. Networks have not rec- 
ognized Equity, however. Stagehands 
have no desire to operate in the studios 
for sustaining broadcasts, but feel they 
should be called in whenever studio au- 
diences of any size are present. Present 
grips being used by the networks are 
classified as unskilled workers by the 
unions. A further angle is that the broad- 
casters should employ stagehands, in view 
of the considerable competition offered 
other forms .f amusements, legit, et al., 
now operating with the union. 


At the CBS’ Radio Playhouses, formerly 
the Hudson and the Avon, the union has 
three heads of departments working in 
each house. Extra men are to be called 
from the union list when necessity de- 
mands. Further agreement is that all 
equipment, electrics, etc., be obtained 
from union shops. In the case of CBS’ 
theaters this was done, electrical Job be- 
ing handled by Century Lighting Equip- 
ment, Inc. 


NBC is involved indirectly with an- 
other theater, the Center in Radio City, 
but there is no avenue of union entry in 
that case. Deal called for NBC's direct 
lease of the house and grips to be fur- 
nished by Max Gordon. Program held 
there Sunday nights is General Motors’ 
symphony concerts. 


F. Buck Going Off; 


Scribner Article 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20—Frank Buck’s 
Pepsodent show on NBC is scheduled to 
go off on November 16, with the sponsor 
keeping the time and putting on another 
program. Unofficial reason is said to be 
complaints of the children being fright- 
ened and disturbed during sleep. 


This move follows rather close upon 
the article in the current issue of Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine, by Arthur Mann, who 
has studied children’s programs, partic- 
ularly the crime angles. Mann men- 
tions, among other items, five children 
programs with which he finds fault. 
These are: Little Orphan Annie, Bobby 
Benson and Sunny Jim, Buck Rogers, 
Skippy and Jack Armstrong, revealing 
what he finds objectionable. Paradoxi- 
cally, the ‘first Babe Ruth programs, 
taken off on account of NRA complaints 
of oil companies, is considered by Mann 
to have been okeh in every detail. 


Mann also mentions the survey being 
completed and tabulated by I. L. Eisen- 
berg, of Teachers College. Columbia Uni- 
versity, as his thesis for a Ph.D. degree. 
This work on children’s programs is ex- 
pected to reveal much good information.

CBS releases its ‘Ears and Incomes,” layout using four 
class shows as examples, while NBC has two big works in 
preparation on daytime listeners and on dealers 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—There being no closed season for networks in which they 
may not issue brochures, whether or not most of the available desirable time has 
been sold, both NBC and CBS continue to take advantage of the results achieved by 
current advertisers and the classy booklets jammed with facts and figures, illus- 
trated and otherwise, continue to make their periodical appearance. Newest efforts 
from the sales-promotion department of CBS takes four w.-k. programs and seeks 
to prove that none is actually limited to any particular bracket as to purchasing 


power whether or not the original inten- 
tion was to reach a certain class. All 
four of the programs, however, are con- 
sidered as being built originally to at- 
tract the better class audience. 


The four programs used as examples 
are: Chesterfield cigarets, sponsored by 
Liggett & Myers Tobacco Company, using 
Andre Kostelanetz Orchestra and operatic 
soloist; March of Time, sponsored by 
Remington Rand, Inc.; Boake Carter, news 
commentator, for Philco Radio and Tele- 
vision Company, and Fletcher Castoria 
Program, featuring Albert Spalding, Don 
Vorhees and Conrad Thiebault, sponsored 
by the Centaur Company. 


Statistics. in the booklet entitled Ears 
and Incomes, as gathered by Dr. Daniel 
Starch, consultant in Commercial Re- 
search, gives figures on the actual listen- 
ers reached by each program and the 
percentage of listeners in each income 
bracket, ranging from Class A homes with 
incomes over $5,000 yearly to those in 
Class D averaging less than $1,000. Pro- 
gram, schedule, commercial credit and 
total penetration is analyzed as well as 
considerable other data presented. Stand- 
out result seems to be that “the more 
they earned the more they listened.” Also 
that the programs reached two out of 
three of all radio homes and three out of 
four in the upper income levels. 


The study is handled in scholarly style 
and the method of how the conclusions 
are arrived at are also presented. 


NBC’s Forthcoming 


NBC has one whopper up its sleeve and 
one lesser, altho not unimportant work. 
The larger work is practically ready and 
will be distributed within a couple of 
weeks. This will be the result of a nation- 
wide survey made for NBC by the Market 
Research Corporation of America, and is 
intended to answer numerous questions 
about radio listeners in the daytime tak- 
ing each half hour of each day in the 
week. Survey will prove, for instance, 
that the number of “daytime listening 
homes” averages 53 per cent of the eve- 
ning number, considerably higher than 
supposed. The average number of day- 
time radio homes with people in them 
is placed at 14,975,196 or 94.9 per cent 
of the evening number. All of which 
pertains to a “class” market at a “mass” 
price. 

If these figures aren’t awesome enough, 
it is said that 63 people worked 1,189,900 
man-hours on the final set of tables at 
the MRCA offices, while 368 field workers 
in 209 cities helped to obtain the in- 
formation for NBC. 

The other NBC offering, which will be 
ready shortly, is a book entitled NBC’s 
Dealer Survey, results of a study by the 
Psychological Corporation in 26 “A,” “B” 
and “C” cities and towns, covering 1,803 


Sheet Music Sales 
Of “Gibson Family” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20. — Sheet-music 
sales of the numbers written for Procter 
& Gamble’s radic show, The, Gibson 
Family, are causing considerable talk in 
the music and radio fields. Tunes are 
selling at what is regarded an excellent 
pace, particularly since none of them 
has had more than two vocal plugs on 
the program. This does not include 
tonight’s broadcast nor plugs for the 
numbers on Paul Whiteman’s program 
ast Thurscay. Figures are as of last 
Wednesday. 


Top seller is How High Can a Little 
Pird Fly?, the figure being 2,732. Under 
Your Spell, a ballad, is quoted at 2,156, 
Loth those numbers having had the two 
vocal plugs. I'm Absent-Minded is 
about 1,400, and Hi De Home, Sweet 
Home on one vocal performance is 1,128. 
Figures naturally will go up weekly. 
Rudy Vallee will do the numbers next 
Thursday. Harms. Inc., is the publisher 
and Howard Dietz and Arthur Schwartz 
the lyricist and composer, respectively. 
Latter two, with Harms, own the copy- 
right, having sold to P. & G. thru the 
Blackman Company, ad agency, radio 
rights only.

Accounts Using Larger Networks 
This Season Got the Preference 


NEW YORK. Oct. 20—Both major 
networks are sitting back and reaping 
the profits of commercial accounts tak- 
ing larger networks. Both networks, 
statistics show. are selling larger webs, 
percentages being considerably over last 
vear. 

NBC has already indicated its feeling 
in the matter by refusing to sell split 
networks. Recently Gulf Oil was 
shinnied over to CBS when NBC had an- 
other account to mke Gulf’s 9 p.m. spot 
on the blue network with the new 
:ccount taking more stations. Attitude 
is based cn the fact that split networks 
cost the webs money, and as long as 
there are other accounts around to take 
the larger spreads, why not. 

CBS figures show an increase of 27 
per cent larger networks for this season 
as compared to last. Day commercials 
ran to 27.9 instations last season against 


33.6 this season. Night commercials 
were 34.4 for last year against 38.6 for 
the current stanza. 


Two reasons are offered for the per- 
centage boost. First, already explained, 
is that the broadcasters are picking the 
accounts that are buying more stations. 
The other is that the advertisers them- 
selves are going after secondary markets 
more heavily than has been their wont 
in the past. 

This increase in station buying ts a 
result of radio’s generally increased 
competition and budget costs. Talent 
prices are on the up, while advertisers 
themselves are reaching out after bigger 
and more costly “names.” This is espe- 
cially true in the concert field, where 
there is a marked battle on to corral 
the leaders in various branches of con- 
certdom.

Liberty Magazine turns to a different 
type of program, one that in reality 
packs that so-called triple threat. And 
in this case, from Liberty’s angle, the 
most important “threat” is not neces- 
sarily dependent on audience reaction. 
Whereas ostensibly the program is 
aimed at listeners for the circulation 
department’s benefit, the routine calls 
for guest speakers culled from the ranks 
of the leaders in industry, each probably 
a potential Liberty Magazine advertiser. 
In the case of the guest already being a 
buyer of Liberty space, there is just so 
much more good will to be chalked up. 


Fulton Oursler, editor, takes part in 
the program and introduces the guest 
speakers. Edwir cC. Hill precedes 
OCursler’s guest introduction and on this 
occasion gave an outline of American 
progress thru the years, tinatiy touching 
en the subject of foods being canned 
and packed, gradually getting away from 
the sale in bulk and its attendant draw- 
backs. All of which proved an excellent 
buildup for C. M. Chester, president of 
General Foods, Inc., the forum's guest. 
Chester spoke on economic conditions 
and made the type of speech expected 
of one in “big business.” He wound up, 
however, not without a bit of a reminder 
of his Show Boat program by injecting 
the “radio phrase”—‘it is only the 
beginning.” 


Arnold Johnson’s Orchestra supplies 
the incidental and other music, the 
theme song, by the way, being My 
Country ’Tis of Thee. Edward Nell Jr. 
coes the singing. Musical end of the 
program, of course, is during the early 
part of the proceedings. Show bucks 
the last half hour of the Rudy Vallee 
program, but a strong line of speakers 
is expected to attract a certain following.

Lucille Peterson, warbler, and 
the Lou Katzman Orchestra complete the 
entertainment unit, which delivers a 
Pretty smooth job. 

As the title of the show indicates. 
Most of the songs are selected at ran- 
dom from days gone by. The oldtimers 
®nd some not so old included The March 
Of the Musketeers, from a recent oper- 
etta; Put on Your Old Gray Bonnet, a 
couple of spirituals, Shine On, Harvest 
Moon, and By the Old Mill Stream. Miss 


Peterson when soloing offered popular 
ballads and the orchestra when on its 
own also followed the current hits. 


Cordon has a pleasing radio personal- 
ity and handles his job with a minimum 
amount of apparent efrort, being on deck 
auite continuously. First credit for 
Raume Bengue liniment mentioned the 
various aches and pains for which it was 
indicated and later toward the close of 
the program Cordon made a frank plea 
for the listener to ask his family physi- 
cian what he thinks of the product, etc. 
In each case Cordon assumed a more 
homely character when handing out the 
commercial talk, getting away with it 
easily.

It impresses also as 
being heavy in feminine appeal, which, 
of course, is the intention. Product is 
General Foods’ Log Cabin syrup, with 
the commercials and taik heavily and 
somewhat artificially flavored with 
syrupy sweetness. 

Musically the program which origi- 
nates on the Coast for the time being 
is first-rate. Harry Salter, with his 
Coast band and Ken Sisson’s arrange- 
ments, is doing a bang-up job. Selections 
are, in the main, in a fast tempo, and 
the program moves right along. Ross is 
in and out constantly as m. c. and host 
at these “Log Cabin entertainments.”

MBS To Decide Soon 
On Permanent Tieup 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Discussions now 
under way may lead to the permanent 
linkage, instead of temporarily leased 
lines, between the stations on the Mu- 
tual Broadcasting System. The four 
stations on that line, WGN, WLW, WOR 
and WXYZ, are confabbing about the 
situation, with the crux reputedly be- 
ing WLW’s oft-discussed association 
with NBC. Operators of the heftily 
powered Cincinnati station, despite the 
income they get from NBC, are reported 
as not overly content with remaining 
just another network station and losing 
individuality thereby. 


If the permanent linkage goes thru, 
it is expected to mean an exchange of 
sustaining programs. With that goes 
cuts in employment of professional 
talent, obviously. Decision will come 
down in about six weeks. 


FTC Asks for More 


Ad Continuities 


“WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. — Federai 
Trade Commission made its second re- 
quest for radio advertising spiels this 
week in a continuation of its efforts at 
ending misleading air blurbs. Period 
covered in the new edict is the 15-day 
stretch starting November 15, and the 
States affected were Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, New York, District of Columbia, 
Maryland and Puerto Rico. Other dis- 
tricts will be conned later, the FTC hav- 
ing apportioned the country into five 
zones. 


Commission noted the fact that in 
the previous request the stations gave 
complete co-operation. For requests for 
July programs the commish received 
180,877 continuities, of which all but 
22.411 were found okeh. These 22,411 
are to be held for “further examination.” 
Commish also changed its rulings re- 
garding electrical transcriptions so that 
ennouncements written in after the 
record is completed or locally spieled by 
announcers are also to be submitted. 


Band Goes in for 
Direct Mail Sales 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—First instance 
of direct-by-mail method of selling be- 
ing used to put over a radio performer 
is the case of Albert Kavelin, orchestra 
leader, whose personal representative, 
Francis Marquis, has instituted that 
idea in publicizing Kavelin. Differs 
completely from the usual brochure 
sending used by talent agencies and 
networks i 

Material put together by Marquis 
consists of critic’s praise for the orches- 
tra leader or praise from some other 
source equally as valuable. In some 
cases a well-known society name writes 
a letter which is reproduced for the 
direct-by-mail campaign. Angle taken 
is that any brochure written by Kavelin 
or someone working for him would be 
meaningless, being just a self-prepared 
lurb. 

Material is mailed to agencies, adver- 
tisers, social elite (to get social-event 
bookings), fans and other talent buyers. 


Aylesworth-Paley 
Climax FCC Joust 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20—Broadcasters 
countered with a wealth of arguments 
in their favor and brought the rebuttal 
of radio to a strong climax the past few 
days at the hearings before the Federal 
Communications Commisison on the 
proposal to set aside 25 per cent of radio 
facilities for the so-called non-profit 
programs Chief among the late wit- 
nesses were M. H. Aylesworth, president 
of National Broadcasting Company, and 
Williams S. Paley. president of the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System Paley 
made a speech at length which was well 
received and carried in daily papers, in 
part. Aylesworth also advanced hefty 
arguments and executed a great show- 
manship move when he rang in and in- 
troduced Amos ‘n’ Andy. 

Many letters from w.-k. educators were 
introduced in cases where the writer 
was unable to appear personally. 


Tobacco Co. Buys 


‘One Man’s Family’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20. — One Man’s 
Family, one of radio's most popular dra- 
matic shows, will go commercial in the 
East beginning November 25 on NBC for 
Penn Tobacco Company, makers of Ken- 
tucky Winner cigarets. Selection of the 
Coast script show came as a distinct 
surprise, since a musical show featuring 
Tim Ryan and Irene Noblette, with Len- 
nie Hayton and Joe Humphries, sports 
amnouncer, had been practically set. 
Sponsor changed mind suddenly yes- 
terday (Friday). 

Wesson Oil, which now has Family on 
the Coast, is going to release the pro- 
gram, according to an NBC exec. A time 
block will prevent the cigaret firm from 
buying the show Coast-to-Coast until 
next February, with NBC’s Western divi- 
sion to keep the show on a sustaining 
basis until February. 


Rubinoff to Guest-Conduct 
Cincinnati Symphony Orch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20—Dave Rubinoff 
has signed to guest-conduct the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony Orchestra, the date 
being tentatively around December 1. 
This will be Rubinoff’s first personal 
appearance in that city. Booking was 
done thru Phil Rubinoff, who, incident- 
ally, graduated from the Cincinnati 
Conservatory in 1929. The conductor 
will also offer a repertoire of violin solos 
as well as some of his best radio ar- 
rangements rescored to meet the needs 
of a larger organization. Regarding fu- 
ture radio contracts to follow the Eddie 
Cantor Chase & Sanborn show, Rubinoff 
declares his slogan now is “everything 
is under control” and that he will con- 
tinue on the air after the conclusion of 
the current Sunday night program. 
Rubinoff is arranging to guest conduct 
other civic orchestras in the East.

NBC Feels Okeh 


On License Man 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—NBC appears to 
have gained a technical victory over the 
license department of New York City, 
which attempted some time back to 
force NBC to pay license fees on its 
studios in Radio City, under the classi- 
fication that the studios were theaters. 
Question arose when CBS hired the 
Hudson Theater as a studio and came 
up again last week, when inquiry was 
made as to whether CBS had paid an- 
other fee on leasing the Avon. It was 
stated that since the Avon's $500 fee 
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WABC Coast to Coast R 


had already been paid, with the license 
expiring in May of next year, CBS did 
not have to pay, as it had on the Hud- 
son. 

License Commissioner Paul Moss 
stated the NBC question was in a state 
of suspended animation and the entire 
affair held up on a technical claim, evi- 
dently advanced by NBC that its studios 
were studios and not theaters.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—RKO vaude is 
»oming, some new spots coming in 
which will jump the time to more than 
15 weeks, comprising an assortment of 
houses ranging from two-day to full- 
week stands. Of the new houses, there 
are 16 days of new vaude definitely set. 
Then there’s about two weeks more in 
the offing. With all this boom there is 
little indication that acts, agents and 
producers are joyful. This is due to the 
low salaries the circuit is paying. 


Harmanus Bleeker Hall, Albany, old- 
time house, is due to take on vaude No- 
vember 2 under a four-day-a-week pol- 
icy. Arthur Willi will book the house, 
and he left for there this afternoon to 
look it over. Syracuse up in that terri- 
tory has been successful with its four- 
Gay vaude policy, and RKO has decided 
to give it a full week of vaude, same as 
Rochester, starting this Friday. 


Minneapolis is following Kansas City 
with a steady vaude policy and not limit 
iteelf to just occasional attractions. The 
policy goes in there November 2, the 
week after Karsas City. Another two- 
day stand going on the RKO books is 
Richmond Hill. which starts its Saturday 
and Sunday vaude next Saturday. 


Every indication points to the Acad- 
emy downtown, Newark and Hempstead 
returning to the circuit’s books. The 
Academy, now being booked by Loew, will 
again be jointly operated by RKO and 
Skouras, with the result that Willi will 
book it. Newark’s vaude restoration 
hinges on the making of a suitable deal 
with the labor unions in that town. 
Hempstead appears likely to return in- 
asmuch as Skouras is looking for a box- 
office stimulant there. 


All this vaude time is of no joy to the 
field in general in view of the low sal- 
aries now paid by the circuit, the lowest 
in its history.

Actors Turn Drug-Store Cowboys 
In Seeking Emergency Jobs 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Performers un- 
able to make a decent income out of 
theater, cafe or radio appearances are 
looking high and low for new tempo- 
tary outlets. Many have drifted into 
commercial lines, especially selling jobs. 
Altho in most cases performers regard 
these jobs as temporary until “things 
get better in show business,” many be- 
come established and remain in the 
other fields. 

This week the American Federation of 
Actors closed an agreement with Kon- 
jola, Inc., by which the latter will hire 


only AFA members as combination en- 
tertainers and demonstrators of its prod- 
uct, a strength-building drug. Joseph 
M. Gross made the arrangement and ex- 
pects it to get under way next week. 

The entertainers will get $40 a week 
and expenses and will work in drug and 
cepartment stores. Gross prefers ven- 
triloquists, instrumentalists and panto- 
mimic comedians. 

Just as the AFA is trying to land out- 
side jobs for needy performers, Chorus 
Equity is trying to place chorus people 
as mannequins and models. 


the Code Authority. But it meets only 
occasionally and concerns itself with 
unfair practices rather than with the 
minimum wage provisions. 


Up to now the two vaude unions, AFA 
and Chorus Equity, have done most of 
the pushing of complaints filed with the 
compliance boards. And both report poor 
results. Chorus Equity has had several 
complaints on file with the local com- 
pliance board, some of them filed as far 
back as March. The AFA reports great 
difficulty in convincing the Boston com- 
pliance board to enforce the recent 
amendments covering amateur nights 
and the $7.50 minimum. 


The AFA reports the Riverside, Milwau- 
kee, complied with the code immediately 
after the AFA’s representative, Ted 
Kraft, had contacted the manager. The 
Alhambra, in the same city, dropped 
amateur shows after the AFA had filed 
its complaint. 


Chorus Equity reports the compliance 
board is probing its complaint that Capi- 
tol Theater line girls do not get a day 
off. Also, that Meyer Weisgal, producer 
of Romance of a People, has returned 
from the Coast and will be called by the 
board on a Chorus Equity complaint. 
Several other old complaints are still be- 
ing investigated. 


DETROIT, Oct. 20.—Local theaters are 
paying NRA code minimum or higher for 
acts, with the exception of one house 
where negotiations are still in progress, 
according to Walter Ryan, local represen- 
tative of the American Federation of 
Actors. Attempts to secure a minimum 
for cabarets have not been completed, 
because agents are dissatisfied with the 
$5-a-day minimum asked by the APA, 
he added. 

One agent, Herschel Johnson, offered 
to accept the minimum, but the APA 
preferred not to sign a contract with a 
single agent until a number had been 
brought into line. At a recent meeting 
agents proposed a $5-a-day minimum for 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day. Ryan countered with a proposal 
for $25 a week per person net, but the 
agents declined. 

“Most Detroit spots require nearly 
30 miles travel each night, with plenty 
of expense for the acts. We need a 
minimum. The AFA will crack down on 
Detroit if this is not speedily cleaned up,” 
Ryan said.

That stage show, 
running three minutes under an hour, 
is keen stuff, and the grand part of it 
is that the acts aren’t repeats. 

Chung Yee Wah Troupe, seven Ori- 
entals, do a delightful novelty turn and 
give the opening spot all that it needs. 
The troupe works fast and capably and 
have a clever assortment of tricks. Do 
much balancing, jump thru hoops lined 
with knives, offer plate-spinning, do 
short bits on Chinese fighting and also 
inject pleasant comedy.

A good show this half, and played to 
the usual well-filled house at this per- 
formance.

bill will compel artists to work seven days 
a week. Between now and the opening 
of the next session of the Legislature I 
am hopeful, thru conferences between the 
interested parties, to remove this objec- 
tion by reaching an understanding, be- 
cause it is far from my thought to de- 
prive theatrical artists of one day of 
rest in seven. 

“As against the opposition of the 
Actors’ Equity, I find the following in- 
terests supporting the bill: The Society 
of American Dramatists and Composers, 
the Dramatists Guild of the Authors’ 
League of America, the American Dram- 
atists and the League of New York Thea- 
ters. 

“I propose between now and the con- 
vening of the next session of the Legis- 
lature to embark upon a program that 
will organize the proponents of the legis- 
lation so that public sentiment may be 
aroused. 

“There is no reason in the world that 
while burlesque theaters, motion pictures 
and vaudeville theaters should be per- 
mitted to be open on Sunday the real 
fine high-class legitimate theaters should 
be forced to be closed. I plan to engage 
in a publicity campaign and to conduct a 
poll of the citizens of the city of New 
York. I believe I might circularize a 
giant petition for signatures. Shortly 
before the convening of the Legislature I 
will call a mass meeting of all those in 
favor of the legislation and arrange for a 
constructive public hearing at Albany 
when the bill will be reintroduced.”

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Fire Insurance Rates Are 


Lowered by League Effort 


Insurance committee wins reduction amounting in some 
cases to as much as 25 per cent—houses to be rein- 
spected—can’t figure yet how much will be saved 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The League of New York Theaters announced this week 
that it has been able to obtain, thru its Insurance Committee, a reduction of the 
fire insurance rates on legit houses, amounting to 25 pey cent in some cases. This 
climaxes a three-year-old battle of legit interests for reductions in the rates. The 
committee made an appearance before the city’s rating authorities, to voice objec- 
tions to the present system. The actual reductions will vary with each house. Argu- 
ment of the producers was that it is unfair to rate legit houses the same as pix, 


burlesque and other theaters on the fire 
insurance angle. Legit houses, they point 
out, are closed for the greater part of the 
year, thus materially reducing hazards. 
In addition, they play a maximum of 
eight performances a week when they are 
open, as against three, four and five 
shows a day in the film theaters. This 
also materially reduces hazards, and in 
view of these facts the reduction was 
asked. 

No estimates on the actual cash saving 
were forthcoming, theater men claiming 
that it would be difficult to determine 
the saving because the theaters will have 
to be reinspected. In that connection, the 
League sent out a letter to all members, 
notifying them of the reinspection and 
advising them to clean up any hazards. 

Next on the program of the Insurance 
Committee is an effort to avoid paying 
liability insurance for the entire year, on 
the same basis as the arguments used in 
the reduction of the fire rate. 


Canadian Filmers

TORONTO, Oct. 20.—A new open-door 
policy, just announced by Famous 
Players’ Canadian Corporation, places 
Canadian theaters across Canada avail- 
able for all legitimate attractions. The 
San Carlo Grand Opera Company was 
the first to play under the new con- 
ditions. The new policy also throws 
open a chain of Western Canada thea- 
ters, and the “road” is once more alive 
for traveling companies. The cities in- 
volved include Montreal, Ottawa, Toron- 
to, Hamilton, London, Brantford, Winni- 
peg, Fort William. Edmonton, Regina; 
Vancouver, B. C., and Victoria, B. C. 
San Carlo played in the Capitol Thea- 
ter, Ottawa; the Palace, Hamilton, and 
the Capitol, Brantford. 

In Ottawd at the Capitol Theater 
there are reserved dates for two concert 
attractions Lawrence Tibbett and the 
Don Cossacks. In London and Hamilton 
the Abbey Theater Players and Green 
Pastures are booked. 

The news broke too late to reach 
England for immediate Continental 
bookings, but it is likely that early in 
the new year there will be English com- 
panies coming over to make transcanada 
tours as in former years. The editorial 
attitude in the newspapers of the cities 
affected is one of deep appreciation, and 
points to the reward gained for any 
business corporation willing to win the 
good will of the community not to 
Mention the introduction of new cus- 
tomers to its business premises. 

The recent success of the San Carlo 
Company in Canadian film houses is the 
best kind of advertising for the thea- 
ter. For some time the picture houses 
have been educating their fans to ap- 
Preciate the drama.

Playwrights, like men of God. continue 
to wage war against suicide, the latest 
gun in the battle being Lost Horizons, a 
play which Laurence Rivers, Inc., pre- 
sented at the St. James Theater Monday 
night. It is notable if for no other rea- 
son than because at last it gives Jane 
Wyatt her chance: and because Miss 
Wyatt, hitherto one of the better in- 
gerues, takes that chance. turning in 2 
performance of beauty, sensitivity and 
charm, one that definitely places her 
among our first actresses. 


Lost Horizons is by way of being what 
the Victorians euphemistically referred 
to as love child In other words, it 
comes wistfully to the St. James without 
a father’s name to fall back on: no au- 
thor is listed in the program. That, ac- 
cording to current stories, is because 
Harry Segall, who originally wrote it, 
was so dissatisfied with the rewriting 
done by John Hayden, the director, that 
he refused to allow his name to appear 
It may also explain some of the play's 
cracks at the power of authors under a 
Dramatists’ Guild contract 

Lost Horizons presents the comforting 
ideq that any life. no matter how seem- 
ingly worthless, has its effects for good 
vpon other lives—perhaps on other lives 
entirely divorced from it; that the snap- 


ping of any single thread in the great 
and complicated tapestry of Ife affects 
the design of the entire cloth. Thus, 
when Janet Evans. a Los Angeles actress, 
kills herself after being deserted by her 
sweetheart, the clerk of the heavenly 
hall of records brings her life-books of 
four other people, three of them en*ire- 
ly unknown to her, whom she has griev- 
cusly wounded by her act. Two are nice 
litle girls in the East, one a lad accused 
of murder and the fourth a young sto¢k 
producer Knovn to her only by reputa- 
tion. The body of the play tells how, 
if she had lived, she would have saved 
the two girls from strumpetry, the pro- 
ducer from suicide ana the lad from 
an undeserved death on the chair. 


The weaving together of those threads 
of plot is both ingenious and exciting. 
If the play's somewhat Pollyanna-istic 
philosophy is depressing, at least its un- 
raveling of the warp and woof of Fate 
is an intriguing business. It bogs down 
a bit in its middle sections, due chiefly 
to the entirely mechanical necessity of 
telling four plots at once, but it rises 
quickly at the end. Janet, had she lived, 
would have found serene happiness with 
the producer; the scene then returns to 
the hall of records, and shows that pro- 
ducer, after his suicide, turning coldly 
away from Janet’s wistful ghost—away 
from the wraith of a stranger. 


The details of just how her life would 
have managed to affect people she never 
met—and never would meet—is too in- 
triguing and exciting an adventure in 
the theater to have it spoiled by retell- 
ing here. If it had been written by 
Messrs. Kaufman and Hart the chances 
are that it would have been hailed as a 
masterpiece — but then, of course, it 
would have been written somewhat dif- 
ferently. 

Miss Wyatt's playing definitely estab- 
lishes her as an actress of first rank. 
That was said before, but so far as this 
corner is concerned it can’t be said too

pearance at Henry Miller’s Theater—and 
if the customers don’t make it a smash 
hit there’s something wrong with the 
customers. 

Not that it’s any great shakes as a 
play. Granting its central burlesque of 
a movie queen making personal appear- 
ances for the yokels, its characters are 
expected funny-strip cartoons. Its plot 
is trite and undistinguished. But the 
whole thing is picked up by its lines 
and tossed joycusly into the faces of the 
audience. Those lines keep Henry 
Miller’s Theater a bedlam of unre- 
strained guffaws—and with reason. 

That being so, there’s little cause to 
go into a detailed synopsis. It would 
fail entirely to suggest the vicious, bur- 
lesquing, hard-hitting and _ hilarious 
idiocy of the lines. None the less, some 
outline is necessary. Carole Arden, @ 
predatory screen vampire, is stalled at a 
farmhouse in what one of the minor 
characters called Pennslavania, as her 
foreign motor breaks down. There she 
casts her large and roving eyes upon a 
gas-station owner, handsome but hide- 
bound, who has perfected a new gadget 
for sound pictures. Forgetting the actor 
who has been her latest light o’ love 
under the amatory California moon and 
forgetting Benjamin Z. Fineberg, presi- 
dent of Superfine Pictures, Inc., her 
husband (for business purposes only), 
she rhapsodizes over the gadget and pro- 
poses to take its inventor to Hollywood 
with her, much to the distress of her 
personal manager and the lass the in- 
ventor was to m In the end, of 
course, she leaves him behind when the 
manager lifts a tiny garment (that the 
local lass has been knitting for a 
neighbor’s child) and appeals to her 
better nature. The lad sheepishly re- 
marks at the end, as his sweetheart 
folds him in her arms, that he thinks 
the great star had a crush on him. 


That may not sound like a great deal, 
but you forget what’s going on in the 
general hilarity of the lines. Mr. Riley 
is brutal, sparing nothing and nobody 
in his bludgeoning burlesque. When, 
for example, a movie-smitten maiden 
remarks that if she went to Hollywood 
she’d put Joan Crawford out of busi- 
ness, the harassed manager mutters, “If 
you could guarantee that I'd pay your 
fare.” 

Or words to that effect. It’s of such 
stuff that the biting, image-smashing 
horse laughs of Personal Appearance are 
made. 

The obvious—but very funny—con- 
trast between the star’s nature (some- 
one says something somewhere about an 
alley cat) and her thickly saccharined 
manner before the deah, deah public is 
handled dynamically by Miss George, 
who seems to be venting a store of 
spleen laid by in her months in Holly- 
wood. It’s a capital burlesque and a 
grand performance. 

A burlesque not quite so capital is 
turned in by Florence Robinson as the 


non-Equity chorus. The chorus people 
were told that they had to join Chorus 
Equity if they remained with the com- 
pany. They joined by signing an appli- 
cation and an I O U for dues. 

Altho they had only promised to pay, 
but actually had paid nothing, Chorus 
Equity’s services started immediately.

Hampden Sleeps Away 
Syracuse Press Spread 


SYRACUSE, Oct. 20.—Walter Hamp- 
den, playing a two-night stand here, 
passed up a golden chance for a smash 
spread in the evening newspapers on 
opening day when he slumbered peace- 
fully all morning and past evening pa- 
per deadlines, while reporters, anxious to 
give him a break, cooled their heels out- 
side his hotel room. 

As the only legitimate attraction like- 
ly to play here this year, Hampden was 
a symbol to the papers. They wanted 
to spread him and help him pack the 
Civic Theater. Photographers, as well 
as reporters, were in the delegation, but 
as deadline neared they returned to 
their offices and knocked out a scant 
few paragraphs. The morning paper 
got an interview when the reporter ran 
into Hampden in his hotel lobby, but 
Hampden, instead of discussing the the- 
ater, talked about a new economic sys- 
tem of “social credit” which must be 
instituted to save “the ideals of liberty 
and freedom on which America is 
founded.” 

Even without the opening-day pub- 
licity, and in spite of the handicap of 
being forced into the unsuitable Civic 
Theater, Hampden did a nice business 
and went over big. 


Oshrin Wins Decision 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—According to 
the report of John P. O’Brien, referee, 
the contract between John Colton and 
his agent, Harry H. Oshrin, will continue 
enforced until it expires in February, 
1936. Colton tried to have it voided, 
claiming that Oshrin still owes him 
$48,000 under the contract. 

Oshrin collected $109,000 in royalties 
and other earnings, but kept $31,000 as 
his 10 per cent commission, according 
to Colton, by including Colton’s receipts 
from scenarios, amounting to $250,000. 
O’Brien upheld the agent’s claim that 
nothing was due except $27,000 invested 
in real estate, on which Oshrin gave 
notes not due until next year.

Paramount Will Try 
Sound-on-Wire System 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 20—A “singing, 
talking and seeing wire,” which may 
revolutionize the field of sound and mo- 
tion picture recording, is being sub- 
jected to experimental tests at the 
Peramount Hollywood studios this week. 


Its perfection is expected to have a 
vital bearing on the future of radio, 
phonograph and film recording. In the 
motion picture field, it is pointed out, 
the perfection of the device would make 
celluloid film unnecessary. 


In order to test the effectiveness of 
the equipment at its present stage of 
development, Gary Cooper and Sir Guy 
Standing are recording dialog of their 
scenes in Lives of a Bengal Lancer, now 
in production, on the new process. 


The wire recorder, which already has 
attracted the attention of sound engi- 
neers thruout the country, makes use of 
the principle of arrested magnetism. On 
it can be recorded the vibrations of both 
light waves and sound waves, according 
to the inventors. It was pointed out, 
however, that at the present stage of 
experiment only sound is being recorded 
successfully. Clay Woodmansee is cred- 
ited with designing the machine which 
is being used at the Paramount studio 
this week. 


Hollywood Studios 
Are Hitting Stride 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 20—Going into 
mid-October with 42 productions under 
way, the Hollywood motion picture stu- 
dios hit a new high for 1934. With the 
call sheets for seven major features 
posted on the bulletin board, RKO 
Radio is leading a Hollywood produc- 
tion drive. Others followed in line with 
six, five, four and less. 


A scanning of these call sheets tn- 
dicates two important facts. The mass 
of Hollywood's film workers, actors, 
technicians, laborers and mechanics are 
at work. Many more who have been idle 
will be put to work. The RKO studios 
alone employed during the first week of 
October more than 3,000 extra people. 
This represents approximately one-fifth 
Z the film capital’s total extra popu- 
ation. 


Competition in Lincoln 
Theater Row Tightens 


LINCOLN, Oct. 22.—Beginning on Oc- 
tober 26, theater row here becomes em- 
broiled in the long-expected tussle 
which will count the Nebraska holdings 
of J. H. Cooper and Louis Dent’s West- 
land theaters in on a battle which is 
now in full swing in three other States. 
On that date the newly remodeled Var- 
sity opens fully equipped for any kind 
of a policy, and for the first time in 
years of operation here Cooper will have 
an A player opposing him. The com- 
bined interests of Dent and the Griffith 
Brothers in Oklahoma and Texas face 
him in those two States as well as 
Colorado and Nebraska. 

Here, with the new Varsity and Kiva 
(Dent) among his cheap houses, where 
most of the amusement money circulates 
nowadays, there’s a possibility that the 
show biz will move clear of the uptown 
@rea, in which Cooper’s ace houses stand 
by themselves. The first-run problem 
is rapidly becoming unsolvable anyhow, 
since everybody waits for dual-billed 
seconds. The first picture for the 
Varsity is the much-heralded One Night 
of Love, which is a surefire pull for this 
town’s class trade. Milton Overman is 
the new Westland city manager, replac~ 
ing Temple DeVilbiss, who goes 
Greeley, Colo. 


Lineoln Price War 


LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 20.—A price war 
in the mid-State section of Mebraska at 
York is now in full swing. Tiff is 
between Ross LeBart (Rialto) and Harry 
Weinberg (Sun and York). Prices have 
fone from 35 and 50 cents, with single 
features, to 15 and 25 cents with dual 
bills. Weinberg just bought into the 
town as an addition to his General 
Theaters string about three weeks ago. 


Censorship Futile 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 20.—Sol Rosen- 
blatt in a talk before the Motion Picture 
Division of State Federation of Pennsyl- 
vania Women, stated that censorship is 
futile. He claims that the only means of 
getting clean pictures is to have them 
made clean at the studios.

Bar Association Hits 
Courtroom Cameramen 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Oct. 20.— 
What is intended to become a nation- 
wide movement to prevent motion pic- 
ture cameramen from “desecrating”’ the 
courts has been initiated by the Grand 
Rapids Bar Association. Action came 
following showings of the arraignment 
of Bruno Hauptman, alleged Lindbergh 
baby kidnaper, in local theaters. 


The lawyers protested the dignity of 
courts would be lowered by such prac- 
tices and court procedure made a mere 
theatrical performance. Copies of the 
resolution phrasing the protest were 
sent to the Michigan State Bar Associa- 
tion and the American Bar Association 
for necessary action.

It stayed 
five days at the Helig Theater in 
Eugene, double the allotted time; was 
stretched to nine days and every show- 
ing a sellout at the Hollywood Theater 
in Salem, Ore., all first runs. A num- 
ber of well-known spots have made can- 
cellations in order to book this popu- 
lar number. 


Radio in China 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Ned E. Depinet, 
president of the RKO Distributing Cor- 
poration, has announced the closing of 
a contract with the Peacock Motion Pic- 
ture Company, Inc., of Shanghai, China, 
for the distribution of the entire 1934- 
°35 RKO Radio Pictures’ product there. 
Telfair Knight, now in this country, 
handled the negotiations for the Pea- 
cock Company. This marks the third 
consecutive year that the latter organ- 
ization has handled the distribution of 
RKO Radio Pictures’ product thruout 
China. 


Indianapolis Stickup

NEW YORE, Oct. 20.—William Fox, who last week won a long-drawn-out fight 
to dominate the talking picture sound field, has started suit to claim $100,000,000 as 
damages on infringement of patents. The suit is against Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, 
Consolidated Film Industries, Columbia Pictures, First Division Pictures and Uni- 
versal. This is seen as only a start by Fox to obtain a settlement from practically 
every producer in this country. It is understood that the manufacturers of sound 
equipment will soon be callet upon to defend suits for infringements. The two 


College Students Riot 
At Lansing Theaters 


LANSING, Mich., Oct. 20. — Plain 
clothes and uniformed policemen bar- 
ricaded the entrances to seven motion 
picture houses here Saturday evening 
against a crowd of 500 college and high- 
school students, who paraded thru the 
uptown thorofares celebrating Michigan 
State College’s football team’s victory 
over the University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor, beating the latter 16 to 0. It was 
State’s first victory over U. of M. since 
1915. 


Throngs of students surged into the 
lobbies of the theaters seeking free 
admittance, but were driven back by 
Officers armed with “billies”” Three 
students were slightly injured when 
they attempted to break thru the bar- 
ricade, while their fellow classmen, 
angered by the act, threw fruit and 
vegetables, which splattered the entrance 
to the Strand Theater and the officers 
guarding ‘it. 


Theater Project for Riviera 


PARIS, Oct. 15—Under the auspices 
of the dramatic author Renaud Icard, a 
company is being formed to construct 
a huge theater at the Riviera resort of 
Hyeres. Plans call for a big structure 
with seating capacity of 10,000. “Arty” 
rather than commercial project. Classic 
and modern plays to be presented by 
French and foreign troupes if project 
materializes. 


“Narcotic” in Cincy

Denver Exhibs Plan To Secede 
From NRA Over Giveaway Rule 


DENVER, Oct. 20.—Loca! exhibitors are 
up in arms against the Motion Picture 
Code Authority and threaten to with- 
draw from the NRA if certain changes 
are not made in the code. The newly 
organized Denver Theater Managers’ As- 
sociation has come out firmly against the 
ban on giveaways and is determined to 
continue the practice in spite of Code 
Authority rulings. 

The theater men contend that the Code 
Authority has no right to restrict such 
practices. They agree that while give- 
aways may constitute unfair competition 
in some parts of the country, it does 
not apply to the Denver area. 


The exhibitors will appeal to the Code 
Authority to permit two giveaway nights 
per week and if this request is turned 
down the group plans to withdraw and 
make its own set of rules governing the 
local sitviation. 

The local theater men claim that if 
they withdraw it will mean that exhibitor 


units in other parts of the country will | 


follow suit and make the Code Authority 
an empty organization. 

There is no reason to believe that the 
Code Authority will reverse itself on the 
giveaway situation and the next move is 
up to the theater owners as to whether 
or not they will carry out their threat. 


electrics, Western and RCA, have issued 
statements that they will defend any 
suits brought against theaters using their 
equipment. 


The decision giving Fox complete con- 
trol has upset the entire industry. The 
report from Hollywood states that. pro- 
ducers will immediately stop paying 
royalties to the electrics, awaiting the 
outcome of Fox’s suits. In some quarfefs 
producers are talking of reverting to 
sound-on-disc, which is not controlled by 
Fox. Most, however, claim that the disc 
method is too unwieldly and they are 
willing to pay royalties to Fox when an 
agreement is reached. 


The full significance of Fox’s victory has 
not yet been realized by the industry as 
a whole. There are Many persons who 
believe that he will re-enter the produc- 
tion field in a big way, but will avoid 
theater operations. It is not considered 
likely that he will attempt to gain control 
of the company bearing his name. 


It is not believed that Fox will do any- 
thing to obstruct the progress of produc- 
tion, but he will demand an accounting 
from all companies since the advent of 
sound and will probably base the amount 
of damages on this basis. Every company 
will, in the future, probably pay royalties 
directly to Tri-Ergon, of which Fox owns 
60 per cent, and some ar-angement will 
be made with theaters te contribute to 
Fox, probably on the same basis they are 
now paying the electrics. 


Theater owners have nothing to fear, 
for the electrics will be called upon to 
defend any test case that might come up.

SEATTLE, Oct. 20.— Big plans are 
under way for the proper celebration of 
the annual “Movie Ball” sponsored by 
the Allied Amusements of the North- 
west, October 24. Allied Amusement In- 
dustries now embrace theater owners of 
Washington, Idaho and Alaska. Local 
branches of the national film producers 
co-operate heartily in the staging and 
sale of tickets for the big ball, which 
climaxes the snnual convention of the 
Industries each year. 

This year’s event will be held in the 
Trianon Ballroom, according to James 
M. Hone, executive secretary of the 
group. Bob Murray, who proved such 
an able chairman for last year’s func- 
tion, has been named to succeed him- 
self in that important post. This year’s 
celebration will have a_i decidedly 
“Eowery” flavor and prizes are being 
offered for the best costumes. Prizes 
will also go to high men on the ticket- 
selling squads. Murray has a formidable 
array of talent on his committee. in- 
cluding Leroy V. Johnston, L. O. Lukan.

In All Producing Companies 


Breaking the ‘American market leading factor in urge 
to become stockholders—newspapers play up favorable 
status of producers—dividends help

LONDON, Oct. 20——England is motion picture crazy. Not from a fan angle, 
but from the standpoint of the investing public. So much has appeared in the daily 
newspapers lately concerning the growth of pictures on this side of the pond, that 
the public is demanding the right to sink its funds in picture companies, hoping 
for the wave of prosperity to follow. Heretofore English producers have had a tough 
time making ends meet. The public fought clear of films, preferring the most con- 


servative investments. However, word has 
British pictures in the United States 
and this coupled with the announce- 
ment of dividend payments by several 
companies has brought a flood of specula- 
tion. 

British producers have always been re- 
quired to watch the production schedule 
closely, but now almost every studio has 
upped its budgets to a point never before 
dreamed of here. In many instances pic- 
ture budgets will be as high as those in 
Hollywood. 

The only thing that had kept capital 
from picture companies was the fact that 
English pictures were not acceptable in 
the United States owing to the slow pace. 
With the success of Henry VIII the 
investors loosened their purse strings. 
Instead of film securities being held by @ 
few persons, they are now in the hands 
of thousands of willing investors. 

What, if any, reaction follows the boom 
remains to be seen. 


Detroit Houses Hit 
In Street Widening 


DETROIT, Oct. 20. — Wrecking crews 
were set out Monday to remove buildings 
for the widening of Woodward avenue 
for a mile and a half, from Vernor high- 
way to Putnam avenue, at the fringe of 
the downtown section, seriously affecting 
theaters in the district. Several will 
have to close for the work, which will 
last several months, or find themselves 
seriously handicapped by inaccessibility, 
as the Gratiot widening experience three 
years ago proved. In several cases the 
theaters will be cut away and new fronts 
will be built, or auditoriums made small- 
er by the widening. 

The theaters affected include Black- 
stone No. 2, Colonial, Roxy, Fine Arts, 
Mayfair, Garden, Majestic, Forest and 
Comedy. Only the Mayfair has been 
constructed with the lobby built back 
of the new street line, which has been 
talked of and voted on for over a dozen 
years.

Michigan Board Declines To 


Remove Ban on Free Pictures 


DETROIT, Oct. 20.—Following up its 
recent ruling on nontheatricals the De- 
troit Grievance Board has issued an in- 
terpretation prohibiting all local ex- 
changes under its jurisdiction from sell- 
ing any non-theatrical account. Accord- 
ing to this nontheatricals must secure 
all their film from non-theatrical ex- 
changes entirely. 

An up-State auditorium playing to 
thousands every Sunday is specifically 
named. This spot has been attacked for 
years without effect by local exhibitors 
as unfair competition. 

A focal point of attack on the ruling 
is being made by interests who feel that 
the ruling practically stops the showing 
of the “art’”’ class of films. Major thea- 
ters do not find these profitable, and 
they may not be supplied to private 
auditoriums under the ruling. The Art 
Cinema League of Ann Arbor, home of 
the University of Michigan, is specifical- 


ly named, and so are several high schools 
and other similar groups. 


The board acknowledges the merit of 
some of these groups, but refuses to es- 
tablish any exceptions to avoid setting 
a precedent that will tend to break down 
the ruling. In clarifying the interpreta- 
tion E. S. Kinney, secretary of the board, 
told The Billboard: “Any product not de- 
signed primarily for the commercial the- 
ater is not prohibited. This allows edu- 
cational and_ special-class pictures. 
What the board aims at is the prohibi- 
tion of films in competition with estab- 
lished theaters. 


“Under the Code exchanges may legally 
sell to shut-ins—hospitals, prisons, army 
and navy stations, and probably to all 
educational institutions not in opposi- 
tien to established theaters. It is only 
the commercial nontheatricals we want 
to curb.”

The convention, 
however, frowned on censorship and 
censor boards as in operation now. With 
federal regulation of pictures before pro- 
duction the latter would not be needed, 
it was stated. 


Resolution introduced by Rev. George 
Floyd Rogers, of Asheville, N. C., adopt- 
ed by House of Bishops. Previous to 
this individual support of clean picture 
campaign urged by Rev. Frank H. Hoff- 
man, of Englewood, convention speaker, 
who said: 


“We want to make it clearly under- 
stood that churchmen are not enemies 
of the motion picture. They would be 
its boosters if producers would forget 
their distortion of life values and cynical 
attitude toward sanctities of life. Be- 
cause of these things protest has brok- 
en. We believe films perform a great 
service. The producer, however, should 
do some constructive censoring of his 
own.”

Protected 


ANY exhibitors are worrying regarding the sound 

situation. Many fear now that control of sound has 

been taken out of the hands of the electrics there is a pos- 
sibility of suits and higher royalties or leases. 


We believe the exhibitor is in no danger. The electrics 
from whom the exhibitors lease reproduction equipment are 
fully protected. The electrics, in their contracts, agreed to 
defend suits brought on a charge of infringement. 


When sound first made its appearance there was such 
a general mixup of patents that theater owners were threat- 
ened by opposing salesmen. The sales boys usually warned 
exhibs that unless the purchase was made from their com- 
pany suits were sure to follow. 


The wise exhibs insisted on a contract clause relieving 
them of the necessity of defending suits and the showmen 
have proved they were wise. 


There is no reason to believe that William Fox will 
make any unreasonable demands of the industry. It is fair 
to assume that he will grind the ax for a few whom he 
claimed in Washington were trying to knife him out of the 
industry. As far as the exhibitor is concerned, there will 
probably be a test case and an adjustment made on the basis 
of the outcome of the suit. 


On the other hand, there is cause for alarm among pro- 
ducers. At the moment producers claim they will stop pay- 
ment of royalty to the electrics immediately. This leaves 
the question of servicing up to the electrics and if they 
choose to withdraw their equipment it is reasonable to 
believe they may do so. 


As we see it, the only people who stand to lose anything 
by the decision making Fox head man in the sound field 
will be the electrics. Certainly Fox will not hamper pro- 
duction and just as surely he will not try to throw any addi- 
tional burden on the exhibitor. Having once been an ex- 
hibitor himself, he can appreciate the difficulties of the 
theater owners. » 


There is little doubt that Fox will use all his power 
to come back as a producer, but will not use his patent 
supremacy to drive out of business any company now exist- 
ing. As to individuals—that’s another question. 


The independent exhibitor may rest at ease in this 
fight. He is fully protected and for once he may sit on the 
sidelines and watch the battle without coming out with a 
broken skull. No matter how the struggle turns the theater 
owner may rest assured that Fox is not after his scalp. 


There are many houses in the country now using so- 
called bootleg equipment. This mechanism, manufactured 
by unreliable or financially weak companies, may find some 
difficulty, but there is no reason to believe that any isolated, 
small exhibitor will be forced out of business because of his 
lack of foresight in making the choice of equipment. 


We may expect the present situation to cause some 
difficulties at the studios, but as far as the exhibitor is con- 
cerned, he would do well to forget the fight and concentrate 
on getting patrons into his theater.

Moss Forced To 
License Apollo 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The Wilners 
bested License Commissioner Paul Moss 
in Supreme Court Tuesday when Justice 
Fdward R. Koch directed the jury to 
bring in a verdict forcing the commis- 
sioner to grant a license to the Wilners 
to operate burlesque at the Apollo The- 
ater on 42d street. In September the 
commissioner refused the application 
for the license after testimony from 
clergymen, real estate operators and 
police officers. 

The commissoner was the only witness 
in the trial, and after being cross- 
examined the judge then directed the 
jury to bring in the verdict in favor of 
the Wilners. The License Department 
was compelled to introduce certain pa- 
pers into evidence, and among the 
things the commissioner testified was 
the fact that he did not know the 
Minskys. 

Wilners have been paying $1,200 a 
week rent for the dark theater since 
September and intend opening the 
house with glorified burlesque in op- 
position to the neighboring Republic 
and Eltinge on October $1. A report 
has been circulated that Joe Weinstock, 
of the Republic, and Max Rudnick, of 
the Eltinge, offered Max Wilner $12,000 
a year for five years to keep the Apollo 
dark.

in 1867 and sung by him with great 
success with the San Francisco Min- 
strels on Broadway. There is a youthful 
picture of Bobby on the title page, under 
which appears his autograph. At that 
time he was known as Master Bobby and 
created a furore wherever he appeared. 
Another beautiful song of his composi- 
tion, of which I have a copy, is There’s 
a Light in the Window, a nautical song 
sung with great success by F. W. Oak- 
land with ‘Thatcher, Primrose & West’s 
Minstrels season of 1885 and published 
by T. B. Harmes & Company, New York. 

I recall a pretty little song and dance 
that he taught me, the chorus of which 
ran, “Pretty little butterfly flitting in 
the sun, lighting on the flowers where 
there’s honey and there’s none. How I 
wish that I could be as happy and as 
free as a little butterfly or a bumble- 
bee.” This was followed by an exquisite 
dance melody. 

Bobby’s style of dancing was simply 
the poetry of motion and not unlike 
that executed by the late George Prim- 
rose, Willis Pickert and Barney Fagan, 
and he possessed a sweet, plaintive 
voice that charmed all hearers. All in 
all I think that he was one of the most 
remarkable performers of his day and 
recognized universally as the beau ideal 
of minstrelsy. Since this memorable 
summer I have never met any of 
family except Blanche, who, I under- 
stand, has made an outstanding success 
as an entertainer of rare excellence. How 
I should enjoy getting a Mine from her 
or her sisters should this meet their 
eyes, and what a pleasure it would be 
to know that a collection of Bobby 
Newcomb’s tuneful songs and melodies 
had been preserved and by whom! Just 
now in reading the Life of Abraham 
Lincoln I find that he attended Rumsey 
& Newcombs’ Minstrels in Chicago in 
1860 when they sang Dirie. I am won- 
dering if this was Bobby. Who knows?

A Charles J. Browne exposed Ching Ling 
Foo's routine in New York Herald in 
1903 while Ching was appearing at 
Keith's. Henry Hatton exposed in 
Harver’s Round Table, 1896-7, the pro- 
grams of Kellar and DeKolta, including 


flowers from cone and umbrella and 
manufacture of flowers. Kellar’s Wine 
and Water, Kellar’s Perpetual Calendar 
and Simla Seance, handkerchief and de- 
canter, the Spirit Cabinet, Flyto and 
many others. 


FREDERICK EUGENE POWELL, upon 
whom fell the mantle of Dean of 
American Magicians after the passing of 
Harry Kellar, should have another 
honor bestowed upon him. He should 
be known as the dean of American hus- 
bands. His beloved wife, who went over 
the border September 10, was an invalid 
for 14 years and was nursed and waited 
upon by Dean Powell until the last min- 
ute. The lure of the footlights, ap- 
plause and social functions were noth- 
ing to Powell compared the love and 
devotion he had for his wife. And I 
know the sympathy of the whole magic 
world will go out to this real gentleman 
who has always dignified magic. 


FOURTH ANNUAL CONCLAVE of the 
Southeastern Convention of Magicians 
was held October 13 in the Hotel Pat- 
ten, Chattanooga, Tenn.

O. O. McIntyre in his famous column 
In New York had the following to say 
under date of October 15: “Mindreaders 
and sundry seers are doing a land-office 
business these uncertain days. Every- 
body wants a peep into the future. 
Wall Street brokers and theatrical folk 
are the most constant patrons of crystal 
gazers’. A short walk from Columbus 
Circle is a row of old brownstones 
known as Fortune Telling Row. Every 
variety of prophet is in waiting from 
the turbaned Hindu to the shawled old 
cerone who professes to foretell the fu- 
tu¥e in coffee grounds. 


“My single experience with fortune 
tellers was with a professor who came 
to our river town in 2 houseboat called 
“The White Swan.” He was what the 
carnivals call a mitt reader, and. for 
50 cents scanned my palm. He wore 
hair to his shoulders, had piercing 
hypnotic eyes and a bow tie away out 
to here. His parting injunction was: 
‘Stay away from streams. I see a drown- 
ing.’ That next summer they snatched 
me out of the creek, going down for 
the third time.”

When the Big One plays its last stand 
of its current tour at Tampa, Fia., 
October 29 it will have completed 25 
weeks on the road in 34 States and cov- 
ering approximately 16,214 miles. Some 
cemment on the season so far is given 
by a member of the office staff, Gene 
Graves, as follows:

This season marked the first 
in five years that the show went as far 
west as the Pacific Coast, remaining 
out there almost three weeks, including 
at Los Angeles, where straw houses and 
turnaways were getting to be a habit 
when the five-day engagement closed.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


“The Great Northern Patriotic Eques- 
trian Troupe” was the introductory 
heading to newspaper display advertis- 
ing in the New England States during 
the summer months of 1861, to an- 
nounce the coming of Nixon’s Royal 
Circus and Sloat’s New York Circus in 
a combined organization operating un- 
der the title of “First National Union 
Circus.” Nixon’s Royal Circus had been 
exhibiting early in the year at Niblo’s 
Garden and for the traveling season had 
perfected an organization that included 
in its roster of performers and business 
staff well-known members of the pro- 
fession. The declaration of the Civil War 
at the very beginning of the 1861 circus 
season created a condition in the public 
mind which necessitated cool heads and 
diplomatic management in the routing, 
advertising and operation of a traveling 
show. 

The Nixon & Sloat combination 
adopted a well-worded phrase for use 
in newspaper publicity. It was as fol- 
lows: “New and brilliant organization, 
adapted to the exigencies of the war.” 
The parade thru principal streets on 
day of exhibition had an attractive “Car 
of Freedom” to lead the parade equip- 
ment. This car was drawn by 10 horses 
driven by Madam Mason, dressed in a 
costume to represent the Goddess of 
Liberty, and the Military Bdnd, in 
Zouave uniforms, rode in the Car of 
Freedom. Madam Mason was from 
Astley’s Circus, of London, under en- 
gagement to tour with Nixon after the 
Niblo’s Garden season. Sloat’s New 
York Circus, as a part of the combina- 
tion, greatly strengthened the equestrian 
part of the program by presenting the 
famous “Ella Zoyara,” who had amazed 
and thrilled Europe and America by 
years of impersonating a female in a 


series of sensational riding specialties 
As an expert equestrian, either in male 
or female costume, this rider had been 
with Howe & Cushing Circus during its 
London success, had returned to New 
York and added to his laurels with 
Nixon at Niblo’s Garden, and in 
July, 1861, with this combination in 
Connecticut cities was a feature that 
brought dollars to the ticket wagon 
and columns of praise in the press. 

The direction of the equestrian de- 
partment was in the hands of Spencer 
Stokes, who had originally trained Ella 
Zoyara and introduced the child wonder 
to the circus patrons and royalty of 
Europe. There was also in the riding 
numbers Signor Sebastian, billed as 
“The Famous Italian Rider”; LaJeune 
Burt did dangerous feats as a hurdle 
rider, and Little Gemmi, a pupil of 
Zoyara, did a riding act entitled “The 
Child of the Regiment.” The thorobred 
war horse, General Scott, owned, trained 
and performed by 8S. P. Stokes, was a 
pleasing attraction. Sandy and Jennie, 
trained ponies from the Orkney Islands, 
Scotland, were also presented by Mr. 
Stokes. 


Nelson Brothers were featured in acro- 
batic specialties. Others comprising a 
gymnastic troupe under the direction of 
R. Ellington were B. Burznish, A. Huyler, 
J. Newcomb, L. Devine, N. White, W. 
Osborne, Charles T. Quinn, G. Nixon, S. 
Webb, H. Jones, C. Somers and the 
clown aids. Sam Long, known as “The 
Great Union Clown,” who had been a 
favorite with tircuses transported by 
boats on the Mississippi and other 
rivers, and with overland shows of the 
South and West, had left the section 
where war clouds were hovering over the 
population and was with Nixon & 
Sloat’s First National Union Circus, 
helping to keep the New Englanders in 
a happy mood. 


This war-time attraction exhibited at 
Hartford, Conn., at the corner of Mar- 
ket and Talcot streets, July 8-9, 1861. 
Performances were given each afternoon 
and evening, and the admission price 
was 25 cents to all. No half-price tick- 
ets, but in the newspaper advertising 
the management announced that by ap- 
plying to the show’s treasurer school of- 
ficials could arrange for a liberal re- 
duction in admission price for school 
children at the afternoon performances. 

During the 1861 season the G. F. 
Bailey & Company Circus also toured 
New England and crossed the border in- 
to Canada. Played Brockville and other 
Ontario towns in July when Nixon was 
in Connecticut. Louise Tournaire was 
star equestrienne and W. Conrad the 
principal areback rider with the 
Bailey & Company show; E. W. Perry 
and Charles Conrad were also doing 
equestrian acts. 


Russell Bros. Ahead 
Of H-W at Birmingham 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.. Oct. 20.—Man- 
ager C. W. Webb brought his Russell 
Bros.’ Circus to this city for Monday 
and Tuesday, just preceding the Hagen- 
beck-Wallace Circus engagement, and 
grossed a nice two days’ business. It 
was probably the first time in Birming- 
ham’s circus history that a truck show 
bucked a big railroad outfit. But Rus- 
sell Bros. capitalized not only on the 
circus season but also on Birmingham's 
apparently insatiable amusement appe- 
tite that set in with the revival of the 
State fair a few weeks ago. 

The acts, each of them more or less 
specialized and featured, were presented 
to good advantage and they clicked.

Russell Bros.’ success here, which on 
the eve of the Hagenbeck-Wallace en- 
gagement did not hurt that outfit’s 
prospects, is indicative of two things— 
better business conditions generally and 
better conditions within the amusement 
field specifically. 

Russell Bros. presents a good appear- 
ance on the lot. The big top, a four- 
pole arrangement, looks good in per- 
spective, and the menagerie is a neat 
striped top with room for a fine zo- 
ological collection.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Since publica‘ion in last week’s issue of The Billboard, 
notifying park, pier, pool and beach operators of the imposition of a code on the 
industry for the remainder of the life of NRA, there has been an unprecedented 


stir in the ranks of these outdoor showmen. 


Many of them have thought the 


Blue Eagle did not amount to anything, that NRA was powerless to enforce its 
dictum, and that, not being interstate, their industry would be overlooked, say 


association officials. 
question, how long is NRA going to live? 
Will ‘its life be prolonged by the incoming 
Congress next January and what can 
park, pier, pool and beach men do to 
obtain a code which will make their 
future existence possible? 


“It sometimes takes a calamity to bring 
people together, and this seems to be just 
what has happened among park, pier, pool 
and beach men. They are finally waking 
up,” declared Secretary A. R. Hodge, Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks, 
Pools and Beaches. 


Space Requests Rising

office of Secretary Hodge. Reservations. 
he reports, are practically double those 
on hand at the same relative time last 
year.

Big Biz Is Shown for New Jersey 


Amusements in “Off” Year of ?33 


ATLANTIC CITY, Oct. 20—aA total of 
20,012 service establishments and places 
of amusement in New Jersey during 1933 
took in total receipts of $%103,681,000 
This was revealed in an official report 
this week completed by the U. S. Census 
Bureau and announced by William L. 
Austin, director. 

According to this report, New Jersey 
has 953 places of amusement. Receipts 
from these alone were $22,699,000, which 
shows an increase despite the fact that 
the summer resort season of 1933 was 
not up to par. Service establishments, 
18,131 in number, took in $61,748,000, 
while hotels to the number of 928 had 
returns of $19,234,000. 

Employees of amusement places, in- 
cluding theaters, piers, dance halls, 
shooting galleries and concession stands, 
received in salaries $4,556,000. Amuse- 
ment parks were included among sepa- 
rate establishments making up the 
whole. 


Atlantic County, with Atlantic City as 
the amusement center, was third in 
total receipts, altho fifth in number of 


establishments. Receipts of amusement 
places in this county were $15,315,000. 
Essex County, North Jersey, led with 
largest number of establishments, 4,558, 
and greatest total receipts, $25,894,000. 

Other New Jersey counties were rated 
as follows, including amusement places, 
service establishments and hotels: Ber- 
gen, 1,298, $5,596,000; Burlington, 271, 
$1,030,000; Camden, 1,124, $4,502,000; 
Cape May, 286, $1,527,000; Cumberland, 
303, $1,068,000; Gloucester, 363, $1,582,- 
000; Hunterdon, 128, $465,000; Mercer, 
$19, $4,778,006; Middlesex, 932, $3,587.- 
000; Monmouth, 694, $3,376,000; Morris, 
461, $2,070,000; Ocean, 326, $1,478,000; 
Passaic, 1,543, $6,300,000; Salem, 104, 
#518,000; Somerset, 383, $1,291,000: Sus- 
sex, 153, $539,000: Union, 1,693, $6,342,- 
000; Watren, 182, $752,000.

The Pool 
Whirl 
By NAT A. TOR

A few issues ago this department sug- 
gested organization of a special associa- 
tion for indoor pool owners. If you re- 
call I stated that operators of inclosed 
tanks needed a national body of their 
own to work separately from the Na- 
tional Association of Pools and Beaches, 
which seems to be concentrating on the 
outdoor field. 


A number of indoor pool owners and 
employees have been kind enough to let 
me know what they think of the idea. 
The majority of them agree that it’s 
about time there was an organization to 
work out the problems of their clan. 


The column has yet to hear from 
Leonard B. Schloss, president of AAPB, 
on this subject. I am sure the many 
indoor pool owners who read this de- 
partment would like to know his views 
in the matter. 


One of the most unique water acts 
that this writer has witnessed was staged 
last week at Park Central indoor pool, 
New York. All last summer I cried here 
about the lack of originality in aquatic 
shows and at the time I tried to show 
where nearly eight out of every ten 
water performers were aping “Stubby” 
Kruger’s stuff. Well, at last I’ve dis- 
covered a pro water actor who has an 
ent ely new twist—that is, to me at any 
rate. I refer to one Norris (Corky) 
Kellan, who has appeared from time to 
time at Florida tanks and who returns 
this week for a limited engagement at 
the Miami-Biltmore pool there. “Corky,” 
a rather hefty lad, has a most interesting 
routine. He does his own emseeing 
while in the tank, having that kind of 
a voice. Does a number of underwater 
tricks and manipulations with bottles, 
and finally tops it off by balancing five 
regular-sized drinking glasses filled 
with water and a soda-pop bottle while 
keeping himself afloat. Steadies two 
glasses on his elbows, one on his chest 
end two on his knees, at the same time 
juggling the pop bottle on his forehead. 
And he brings down the house when, as 
his finale, he drinks out of the bottle 
balanced from his forehead without 
tumbling the glasses—all the time 
floating on the surface of the water, 
mind you. If you don't think that’s a 
difficult trick try it in your bathtub 
some day. 


Edward F. Webb, 17 Alma street, Law- 
rence, Mass., writes as follows: “I have 
been given your name in regards to some 
inquiries I have made along the swim- 
ming line. I am manager of a local 
municipal swimming pool during the 
summer which includes care of property, 
care of water and filtering system and 
also life-saving. I am an American Red 
Cross examiner and also a graduate of a 
physical education college. Have had 
three years’ experience as a pool man- 
ager but find that the work that I have 
during the summer isn’t sufficient to 
keep me going all year round. I hate 
to have to give up the aquatic profes- 
sion now, but it looks like that is what 
Tll have to do unless somebody thinks 
of a good idea for outdoor pool men 
to make some money at during the 
winter months. Can you suggest any- 
thing?” 

That's just another reason why I’m so 
anxious to get up a list of practical 
ideas for the use of an outdoor pool 
during the winter. It seems a shame 
that expert pool managers and workers 
must be laid off for fully 10 months a 
year. How are they expected to live and 
how can pool owners expect to get expert 
help when they can only offer two to 
four months’ work each year? It doesn’t 
make sense, and so once again I urge 
Teaders to try to put their heads to- 
gether and work out a number of plans 
for winter operation of open-air aqua- 
dromes. Don't forget this department 
is offering a number of prizes, valued at 
100 bucks, for the best ideas submitted 
on this subject. Send in as many 
theories as you like; some might be 
suitable for different types of tanks. 
Do so at once, for who knows how many 
others like Mr. Webb there are who are 
Seriously considering giving up the 
Swimming business? 


For the last few weeks I’ve been 
writing about experiences I’ve had work- 


ing in different capacities at various 
New York outdoor and indoor pools. I 
will close this brief series by relating a 
few observations made while acting as 
a life guard at one of the biggest open- 
air tanks in the Gotham area. In my 
role as life-saver par excellence I had 
hoped to be able to attract a flock of 
female admirers so that I could brag 
about my conquests, but such was not 
the case. On my perch in the head 
life guard's lofty chair I commanded the 
interest of nary a single wench, but 
then my ungainly proportions may have 
tad something to do with it. But I 
think not, for the other life guards told 
me that they, too, are not made the 
subject of feminine attention as the 
comic artists and alleged humorists 
would have us believe. Possibly the 
guards on the beaches and at water 
fronts are the pride and joy of the fair 
sex, but not so with the pool life guards. 
They just don’t seem to have the same 
appeal to the ladies or else it’s the 
atmosphere, which is most probably the 
case, for surely the boys on the beaches 
are no better looking than the tank 
guards, or do you want to have a con- 
troversy on that score? At any rate 
there are very few gals who pay a greet 
deal of attention to the life guards at 
pools, and this is probably due to the 
fact that when a girl gets into a nata- 
torium the tendency is to jump around, 
swim and exercise. There’s no time to 
mepe, loll around and gape at the 
Adonis life guard. And hence that 
romantic hero-worshiping angle is not 
prevalent. Pool owners then can ignore 
the beauty and figures of their life 
guards and hire only competent water 
men. Too often a life guard is engaged 
just because he is handsome, but he 
may not know a darn thing about pool 
operation, which is bad. Don’t hire 
gigolos for swim pools, for they're not 
needed. Dump them on your beaches 
and get some real live wires instead. 
That's what the public wants, believe 
you me. Speaking as one who has been 
a life guard—if only for a day!

Thursday’s attendance was estimated 
at 50,000, with about the same attend- 
ance on Tuesday, Wednesday and Satur- 
day combined. Rain caused a drop in the 
Wednesday crowd, but the entire program 
Was carried out at night. 


High Standard Rules 


Norman Wolf, veteran showman, said 
that Friday’s crowd was the largest he 
had seen this season with exception of 
Ottawa, Ontario. Max Linderman, World 
of Mirth Shows, reported he did the 
biggest business of the year. 


A high standard set last year with a 
new feature in limiting exhibits to North 
Carolinians and the promise to bar all 
illegttimate concessions are attributed 
as things which caused the record at- 
tendance. Excellent weather, except for 
a day of some rain, proved a boon for 
the fair and the shows. 


Exhibits were not as numerous as last 
year, particularly 
poultry, but patrons found far better 
quality of farm and home displays. 
Premiums of $10,000 were distributed 
among Carolinians.

Sacramento Now Self-Supporting 


Thru Night Show, Doubling Acts 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., Oct. 20.—In- 
avguration of nightly grand-stand shows 
and doubling of usual expenditures for 
attractions resulted in California State 
Fair, September 1-10, becoming a self- 
supporting institution for the first time 
in its 80-year history. 

A surplus of about $10,000 replaced 
the customary deficit. Attendance was 
549,881, which was 130,000 over last year. 
Fair directors declare that the amuse- 
ment policy was largely responsible for 
outstanding success this year and will 
be continued as part of the permanent 
program. 

Directors are especially pleased at the 
financial and attendance showing. An 
increase of 33 per cent in receipts for 
the 1934 fair put it on an independent 
financial basis Total receipts were an- 
nounced as $201,909, with about $12,000 


yet to be received, while expenditures 
were set at $203,589. 


While all receipts increased one-third 
over last year, directors pointed to a 
jump of 37 per cent in gate receipts as 
cefinite indication of improved condi- 
tions and increasing popularity of the 
enlarged attraction program. Gate re- 
ceipts were $126,857, an advance of 
$34,000 over 1933. 

Advance sale of scrip attendance 
books netted almost %50,000, and the 
fair received $100,000 as its share of 
State revenue from pari-mutuel betting. 

More than twice as much was spent 
this year than last for attractions, and 
more than three times as much for 
fireworks. Expenditures for attractions 
advanced from $9,531 in 1933 to $19,757 
this year. Fireworks outlay jumped 
from $1,500 to $5,000.

More than 100,000 
spending persons poured thru the free 
gates, thousands more than last year. 
Friday, School and College Day, registered 
the largest crowd in the fair’s history, 
60,000. 


Six special trains poured 6,000 of that 
number into the city for the record day. 
Other agencies included 600 school busses 
from points as far away as 150 miles. 
Friday's crowd was not only the largest in 
the 31 years’ history of the city-owned 
exposition, but the largest ever gathered 
in the city for any occasion. 


Royal American Shows did a gross 
business that fell only a few thousand 
short of the all-time record established in 
1927 by the Johnny J. Jones Exposition. 
Cari J. Sedimayr, general manager, re- 
ported Friday’s business the largest single 
day's take in the history of his organiza- 
tion. 


Young Makes History 


Ernie Young, whose Passing Parade of 
1935 was the featured grand-stand attrac- 
tion, wrote fair and show history when 
he staged three performances for crowds 
that stormed the gates on Friday. Two 
performances were also necessary Thurs- 
day and Saturday nights. A legal public 
wedding featured Saturday’s second and 
farewell show. The production was a 
smash hit from the start and marked Mr. 
Young’s return to the Jackson fair after 
an absence of many years. He staged the 
first outdoor revue ever seen here. 

J. Alex Sloan, auto race promoter, de- 
clared his gross larger for the three days 
this season by far than for the four ideal 
days in 1933. Tuesday was completely 
lost, due to rain. Opening at noon on 
Monday with a gigantic®*New Deal” pa- 
rade in which hundreds participated and 
more than 50 elaborately decorated floats 
were entered, the exposition got away to 
a fine start. It was Jackson Day and the 
city turned out 20,000 strong. 

A grand-stand crowd exceeding that of 
1933 witnessed probably the best racing 
card ever seen here. Three drivers ex- 
ceeded the old record for the half-mile 
oval. Gus Schrader, Cedar Rapids, led 
the field with 27 seconds flat. Sig Haug- 
dahl held the old mark of 29.5.

Despite continued show- 
ers on Wednesday, which had been dubbed 
South Mississippi Day, unexpectedly large 
crowds slushed about the grounds, and 
by nightfall, as rain iet up, thousands 
more invaded the midway for a satisfac- 
tory night’s business. 


Thursday found clouds still heavy and 
light showers, but visiting thousands 
from North Mississippi and the Delta 
made it one of the best middle-of-the- 
week days in exposition history. On 
Friday for the first time in many years 
the afternoon auto race crowd overflowed 
the 3,500-seat grand stand and poured 
into the infield.

Major harness racing for the 1934 sea- 
son now is just about a thing of the 
past. With end of the final Grand Cir- 
cuit meeting in Lexington, Ky., the big 
doings are brought to a close. There 
still remains some racing at late South- 
ern fairs and a few fall overcoat meetings 
in the North, after which attention will 
center on the leading fall auction sales 
which get under way early in November. 


Closing Grand Circuit meeting in 
Lexington, thanks to President Henry 
H. Knight and Manager Roy Miller, can 
be spoken of as one of the leading 
meetings of the year. But for a run of 
bad weather during last half of the first 
week the Blue Grass meeting would 
probably have ranked as the top meeting 
of the season. Lexington went back to 
its famous old racing course at the trot- 
ting track for the first time in three 
years. Three years bacx the old stand 
there burned to the ground, with the 
result that for the last three seasons 
racing was held over the running horse 


course. 
Filly Is Brilliant 


Besides sporting a brand-new grand 
stand which the first few days soon 
demonstrated was not big enough to 
accommodate all, the meeting returned 
to the old order of events by racing a 
full 10 days, which fact alone did more 
to restore confidence in Lexington than 
any other single thing the management 
did. A great list of stake and class 
races was given, leading stables assem- 
bled there, and now that the meeting is 
over Manager Miller is looking ahead to 
bigger things in 1935. 


While the senior $14,000 Kentucky 
Futurity for 3-year-old trotters domi- 
nates the Lexington program and always 
provides the fans with thrills galore as 
it did this year, to us the outstanding 
high spot of the two weeks of racing 
was the brilliant victory scored by the 
3-year-old pacing filly, Calumet Evelyn, 
3, 2:01%, faultlessly handled by that 
expert, Vic Fleming, Syracuse. The filly 
scored in the richest pacing event of 
the year, the $10,000 Blue Grass free- 
for-all stake, winning in straight heats 
and defeating the greatest of the fast 
record pacing stars that the year could 
send to the post—not only a remarkable 
feat for any horse, but more than a 
particularly brilliant effort for a 3-year- 
old filly. 


It was the first time in history of 
racing that a 3-year-old pacer has been 
able to head a field of aged stars in one 
of the big events of the year. Previously 
it had been done by one 3-year-old trot- 
ter, Volonite, 3, 2:0314, who knocked off 
the $10,000 Charter Oak stake for Walter 
Cox several years back. 


Now Top Candidate 


The filly owned by McConville Broth- 
ers, Ogdensburg, N. Y., and who, in- 
cidentally, cost them just $190 when 
purchased as a yearling, had to defeat 
such a stout field of pacing warriors as 
Cold Cash, 1:581%; Dick Reynolds, 
1:591%4; Raider, 1:5914; Calumet Du- 
buque, 2:011%4, and J. E. Vonian, 2:01%. 
But not only was she up to the task, but 
did it with something of ease. Per- 
fectly handled by Fleming, she came 
out in the necessary two heats in the 
stretch to win by a length or more in 
2:02% and 2:01%. The Lexington meet- 
ing was highly beneficial for horse, 
owners and driver, for in addition to 
winning the $10,000 stake the second 
week, the first week she copped the 
$3,000 Pacing Puturity without having 
to extend herself. She now appears as 
one of the top candidates for pacing 
honors in 1935. 

The $14,000 Futurity, as it always does, 
provided a stellar race, gcing the limit 
of four heats in world’s record time 
before Princess Peg, 3, 2:0114, landed on 
top. In a way it was more than a sweet 
victory for the Princess, who had nar- 
rowly missed taking down the rich 
Hambletonian Stake in August, which 
went to Lord Jim. In Lexington Lord 
Jim won the opening mile in 2:00%;4, 
the season’s record; Vitamine won the 
second in 2:01%; the Princess the 
third and fourth in 201%, and 
2:08, after which she was purchased by 
her former owner and breeder, Walnut 
Hall Farm, the price somewhere near 
$20,000. Walnut Hall Parm also bought 
that same day the rising young sire 


Guy Abbey, 3, 2:06%, sire of Calumet 
Evelyn, who cost them $20,000 


May Have New Stake 


Outstanding aged trotting stake of 
the final Grand Circuit meeting 
was the $5,000 free-for-all trot, which 
went to the grand 4-year-old_ colt 
Prince Hall. Vansandt landed the 
cpening mile in 2:02, but thereafter it 
was the Prince who, in winning the 
second heat in 2:0054. set up a new 
world’s mark for 4-year-old trotters, and 
he came right back to win in 2:02. 


His victory there and his brilliant sea- 
son's campaign led to his sale shortly 
after to Italian fanciers for a price of 
$15,000. In his new home he should be 
one of the greatest of all trotting stars, 
for he is a trotter that will take kindly 
to their system of racing over a distance 
and at dashes. 


Following close of the Lexington 
meeting it was announced that in all 
probability another season would see a 
$25,000 stake being featured, but at this 
time it is not known definitely whether 
it will be for trotters or pacers. At any 
rate the results obtained in Lexington 
this year were more than gratifying, for 
Lexington during the last three or four 
years had been a pretty sorry sight, but 
all that now is a thing of the past.

A Century of Progress will be no more. 
Then the great task of dismantling the 
fair will begin. The north fence will 
be moved, so that the Administration 
Building will be outside the grounds. 
Last year the same. thing was done and 
all thru the winter people negotiated 
for space, planned their shows and ex- 
hibits and looked forward to the open- 
ing this year. Those who find their way 
this winter will be there on the busi- 
ness of tearing down an exposition that 
has drawn millions to Chicago or to 
wind up contracts with officials. 

Elaborate preparations are being made 
for a mammoth Halloween party, which 
will mark closing of the fair on the night 
of October 31. Altho no one will be 
admitted to the fairgrounds after mid- 
night, concessions will be allowed to 
remain open until 3 a.m. when the 
lights will be turned off for the last 
time. The big show will wind up in a 
blaze of glory, hilarity and high glee, 
and it is expected that the grounds 
from one end to the other will be one 
of the maddest, merriest areas in the 
land. 

Paid attendance for last Saturday and 
Sunday totaled 385,784, setting a week- 
end record for 1934. 

Rumors persist that many of the 
buildings.and some of the villages will 
remain, but it is impossible to get any 
of the fair officials to affirm or deny 
any of the reports. 


Black Forest, which has been the top- 
notch attendance spot of all the foreign 
villages this year, started a two weeks’ 
Christmas season, with Santa Claus 
trekking to this snowclad and icicle- 
draped village. 


Italian Villages, one of the fair’s 
brightest night spots, was adjudged in- 
solvent on Wednesday by Federal Judge 
Sullivan and ordered liquidated. 


Fifteen Chicago newspaper and radio 
men and women received gold wrist 
watches from Major Lenox R. Lohr at 
a luncheon in appreciation of their co- 
operation during the two seasons of the 
exposition. 


Major Lenox R. Lohr, general manager 
of the World's Fair, has started to write 
an official history of A Century of Prog- 
ress. The book, which will be a bulky 
one, will cover the period from Decem- 
ber, 1927, when the plan took solid form 
in the way of financial pledges from 
Chicagoans, to the closing on October 31. 


Payment of another 10 per cent of the 
fair’s gold notes was made this week, 
bringing the total paid to 85 per cent. 
The balance is thus pared to $1,445,820, 
which officials hope to pay before the 
books are closed. The total gold note 
issue was originally $9,724,200.

Has Come Down

Final figures show it to be 
$4,407 instead of $7,000 
—acts may be paid more

LINCOLN, Oct. 20.—Jubilance reigned 
at a meeting this week of Nebraska 
State Fair Board here when it was 
found that a deficit, previously stated 
to be nearly $7,000, was found to be 
$4,407 after all unpaid bills were taken 
into account. 

This does not represent any legal ob- 
ligation, however, since the unpaid 
amount represents only those contracts 
which were made on a pro rata basis 
in case the exposition missed meeting 
all expenses. It was previously con- 
strued from Secretary Perry Reed's 
statement when the meeting was called 
that performer contracts would get no 
more than the 60 per cent paid them 
on the morning of September 8 follow- 
ing the fair. However, with issuance 
of this deficit statement, he said the 
1935 Legislature would be asked to meet 
the outstanding percentage. 


The fair had total expenditures of 
$51,939 if contracts for attractions and 
a few other pro rata deals were han- 
died, and full receipts were %47.635. 
Horse Show, sole self-supporting institu- 
tion on the grounds, showed a profit 
of $335 on the three days, and premi- 
hoy os ee to $18,985 were paid 


If the Legislature grants an appro- 
priation for the unpaid contracts, at- 
traction units which will come in for 
additional payment include Barnes- 
Carruthers, who had the Liazeed Ara- 
bians and Punchinello; Art Tackman’s 
Echoes of Broadway, white revue, and 
Harlem Midnight Frolic, colored revue.

The Results of 
Bay State Fairs

The 1934 fair season in general ap- 
pears most satisfactory. However, not 
until the final accounts have been 
tabulated will it be possible to de- 
termine how financially successful the 
fairs proved to be. 


Brockton had a very satisfactory break 
this year in the matter of good weather. 
The attendance was rising 200,000 with 
Saturday, the closing day, exceeding any 
for many years. With several years of 
uncertain weather and the misfortune 
of losing by fire three of their main 
exhibition buildings, Brockton came 
thru the past season with renewed cour- 
age. The recreational features, rodeo, 
auto races and numerous other attrac- 
tions drew an appreciative audience. 


It was the opinion of many that 
agricultural and horticultural exhibits 
at Topsfield were the best ever. There 
was a large variety and very high 
quality exhibits in practically all de- 
partments. In fact, it would appear 
that the number of agricultural en- 
tries, the floor space utilized and the 
number of exhibitors displaying at 
Topsfield this year would place them 
in the front rank of any of our fairs. 
Rain on the last two days naturally 
cut the attendance. 


The Acton Agricultural Association 
started off with excellent weather, a 
fair attendance and a large midway, but 
was rained out the last evening. 


Good weather on both days, a large 
cattle exhibit and a snappy horse show 
with fast racing brought out a very good 
attendance at Uxbridge on September 
14 and 15. 


Bridgewater like other fairs holding 
on Labor Day got a good break in the 
weather. The dog show, horse show, 
pulling contests and hall exhibits at- 
tracted a very satisfactory gate. 

In spite of a very rainy day there was 
a Jarge attendance at the East Bridge- 
water Fair. The clambake and after- 
noon dairy program brought people 
from many of the south shore towns. 


The Firemen’s Muster is still a lead- 
ing feature at Upton and waz carried 
on between showers on Saturday after- 
noon, September 22. The Town Hall 
was well filled with exhibits and the 
usual lively midway held sway on the 
town common. 


Sterling had perfect weather, a large 
entry of cattle and usual well-arranged 
hall display. Judging contests by 
groups of club members and vocational 
schools were in evidence, and the horse- 
pulling contest, band concert and live- 
ly midway kept people interested during 
the entire day. 

The Hingham Town Hall was well 
filled with a very interesting and in- 
structive horticultural show. Rain on 


Wednesday, September 19, cut the usual 
attendance. 


The Natick Community Fair was held 
this year in the Armory and there was 
none too much room to spare, as this 
large hall was completely filled with 
a variety of exhibits, and the trade show 
was more extensive than ever. 

Great Barrington and Northampton 
both had excellent fairs and favorable 
weather up to Saturday, when it rained 
and practically all activities were at a 
standstill. The rodeo at Great Barring- 
ton anc the revue at Northampton were 
two very good attractions and seemed 
to please the patrons of the grand 
stand very much. The agricultural ex- 
hibits at both these fairs were very 
good, and the light harness racing at 
Northampton was particularly good and 
the classes well filled. 


Greenfield coming earlier in the 
month had two beautiful days and 
nights and drew the largest attendance 
in several years, and from reports which 
we have received from the president, 
secretary and treasurer of the fair the 
books showed a substantial profit for 
the year’s operations. 


Notwithstanding the fact that it 
rained on six of the seven days on which 
the Eastern States Exposition was held, 
the attendance still kept up wonder- 
fully well and a total of 244,000 per- 
sons passed thru the turnstiles. This 
is really remarkable when the weather 
conditions are taken into consideration. 
There were several unusual managerial 
stunts pulled as a result of the in- 
clement weather. Four days of lizht 
harness racing were run off on Saturday 
afternoon, starting at noon. On Satur- 
day five automobile races were run off 
in 45 minutes, which is another record 
so far as we know for running off auto- 
mobile races on a dirt track. The rodeo 
contests were able to be pulled off every 
afternoon and evening except on Mon- 
day, the opening day. During the time 
of the governor’s Iuncheon in the tent 
on the grounds of the Massachusetts 
Building the water was coming down 
in torrents and strange as it may seem 
the tent proved to be water-tight and 
no one suffered any inconvenience as 
a result of the downpour. 

The exhibits in the State buildings 
were unusually good, and the industrial 
arts building proved to be a great center 
of attraction during the entire week. 
All of the other departments were up 
to the usuai high standard. Patrons 
were well taken care of even tho the 
elements were against ideal fair condil- 
tions. 

Cummington was favored with two 
‘beautiful days and had a very fine show. 
The exhibition hall was well filled and 
the live-stock exhibit was good—the 
drawing and draft classes never were 
better. The hill-town woodchopping 
championship contest proved of great 
interest, and the four winners at the 
other hill-town fairs competed with the 
winner at Cummington for the hill- 
town championship. This relatively new 
feature seems to have established itself 
firmly as a fair activity for at least the 
next few years.

Injured, in N, Y. Auto Crash 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Joseph Freeman, 
Coleman Bros.’ Shows concessioner, died 
on Wednesday in Morrisania Hospital, the 
Bronx, from injuries received in an auto 
collision at Park avenue and 175th street 
on Tuesday. A truck driven by Fred Sis- 
kind, of Chelsea, Mass., collided with an 
auto driven by Ralph Corey, Coleman 
concessioner. Freeman died from a frac- 
tured skull. Corey sustained a fractured 
arm, possible fracture of shoulder and 
body lacerations and was taken to Ford- 
ham Hospital after collapsing when being 
questioned. He is being held on a tech- 
nical charge of homicide, as is Siskind. 

Hugh Hamel, of Schenectady, who, it is 
reported, is or was affiliated with Leo Bis- 
tany’s outfit, is in a serious condition, 
suffering from internal injuries and frac- 
tured ribs. Hamel and Freeman were 
passengers in Corey’s car.

In at- 
tempting to avert a collision, Siskind’s car 
swerved and hit the rear of the lighter 
vehicle.

“Also it looks like the carnival and 
circus shows that travel from all over 
the United States and putting on in- 
decent acts that are not good for the 
people that Uncle Sam would have al- 
ready stopped them. How do you ex- 
pect a little town or city to prosper if 
you can’t have things of that kind once 
and occasionally? The party that wrote 
to the paper on this subject requested 
the board of governors of the Chamber 
of Commerce to get together and discuss 
the matter to stop other shows. It would 
be as much right for them to close up 
other cafes and restaurants in town ex- 
cept mine. I am not that kind of a 
fellow to want all the business to my- 
self, and I realize that every person has 
to make his own living. 

A citizen of your kind doesn’t want 
to see the town build up. Instead you 
want the town to be dull. I think that 
every person will agree with me on this

“The regular routine of some of these 
inexperienced or unscrupulous promot- 
ers is to sign a contract to stage a 
circus with any kind of an organization. 
This spells disaster at the very begin- 
ning, for to put over a successful circus 
the organization sponsoring it must be 
@ recognized organization of standing in 
the community, and the premoter must 
be experienced, reliable and financially 
able to go thru with it. 


“Consider move No. 2. The promoter and 
his contest men—all without funds—move 
into an office or store and start to sell 
tickets, banners and program space to get 
enough money to live on before the show 
opens. Then they all shout success and com-

MACHINE PRESSURE 


As the rate of new amusement machines being placed on 
the market increases, operators and jobbers begin to feel what 
may be described as machine pressure. This pressure from 
new machines, like high-blood pressure in the body, is some- 
thing to be considered carefully and with an eye to reason. 

It is not something to get suddenly excited about, but 
since operators, jobbers and manufacturers are all affected in 
one way or another by the pressure of new machines, the 
subject should be weighed with the full realization that we 
are all in the same boat. 

Machine pressure is said to be due to the production of 
new machines faster and in larger quantities than the operator 
can place them at a profit; as manufacturers produce more 
new models, they are distributed more widely; the news 
spreads and causes locations to demand the newer machines 
of the operators, and because of competition operators have 
no other choice than to furnish the newest games when their 
locations ask for them. If they don’t the other fellow will. 

The subject can best be analyzed by studying the part 
that the operator, the jobber and the manufacturer have to 
play in it. Since machines start with the manufacturer, his 
part in the creating of machine pressure may be considered 
first. In the amusement machine industry the manufacturer’s 
job is to find or develop new ideas, decide which ones should 
appeal to the public, and spend considerable sums in develop- 
ing ideas to the point where they can actually be tested on 
location. When he gets a “winner,” the manufacturer is then 
under considerable pressure to sell enough to overcome losses 
and also make a profit. 

Most of the winning ideas for modern amusement de- 
vices have a way of coming from unexpected sources. At the 
present time there is no known way by which new inven- 


_tions and ideas can be timed or controlled to show up at the 


right time and at the right frequency to provide just enough 
new models of machines. As long as amusement devices de- 
pend somewhat on novelty appeal, there will be a constant 
search for something new and an irregular but rapid appear- 
ance of new devices on the market. Men who enter the op- 
erating, jobbing or manufacturing of amusement devices will 
have to accustom themselves to this constant succession of 
machines. Manufacturers who have established expensive 
experimental departments in their plants have an opportunity 
to try to systematize the development of ideas to have séme- 
thing new for each seasonal market. But the “winners” still 
have a habit of appearing in unexpected places. 

Copying of ideas has been the chief cause of peak periods 
of production up to the present time. This will probably 
always be true, just as it is true in the radio, refrigerator and 
automobile industries. Commendable efforts have been made 
in manufacturing circles to prevent piracy, and the work is still 
going on. Another factor that is sure to begin to restrict the 
appearance of new models of table games with increasing 
force, or at least tend to control them, is the great increase in 
the number of patents on table game features. As these 
patents increase, it will become more difficult to originate 
non-infringing ideas and time will be required to arrange 
license agreements. 

There are really three things which the operator may ex- 
pect of the manufacturer: 1—New and successful ideas; there 
is always the possibility that operators may be begging for 
new amusement machines that will appeal to the public. . . . 
2—Machines that work; the operator has the right to demand 
of manufacturers that machines be thoroly tested as to me- 
chanical perfection before being placed on the market. . . 
and 3—More consideration from the manufacturer for the 
operator’s troubles; it will always be smart business tactics 
for the manufacturer to show sympathy and consideration for 
the operato.’s problems and to make reasonable adjustments. 

The distributor and jobber are the go-betweens in respect 
to the operator and the manufacturer. The jobber and the 


' distributor have risen to importance in the trade only in recent 


years and a distribution system has not yet been fully worked 
out in the industry. Jobbers and distributors will learn buy- 
ing wisdom, how to gauge the market, and will be able to 
help manufacturers in determining market needs. In order 
to stay in business jobbers will have to find ways to expand 
markets by bringing a quota of new men into the operating 
field. Most important of all, jobbers will find it necessary to 
assist operator-customers in developing new locations, in buy- 
ing new machines and in finding better ways of doing business. 
The jobber will be expected to play a double role of helping 
the manufacturer gauge market needs and at the same time help 
maintain a constant improvement of the operating business. 

The amount of pressure to buy new machines will always 
run to high peaks, and then there will be low periods when 
operators are really begging for new machines. The operator 
should be interested in getting as many good machines as 
possible on paying locations. He will have to learn buying 
wisdom so that the expense of poor machines will fall back 
upon the manufacturer. The operator cannot perform his 
duty to himself and he cannot keep new machines moving 
as fast as he should until he adopts some sort of system for 
buying new machines in his routine work. There are a few 
definite plans for buying new machines which have succeeded 
in the operating field and yet few operators use them. The 
operating business will always be one of buying new ma- 
chines and making them pay as much as possible. The op- 
erator must accustom himself to this thing called machine 
pressure, for like the manufacturer and the jobber he will 
always have his troubles. 

It is always better to stress the opportunities of an in- 
dustry than to seek for ways to limit or retard it. The ex- 
pansion of the amusement machine industry during the last 
four years has been healthy and constant. I have not heard 
a single factor mentioned yet that in any way indicated the 
industry has reached its limits or would begin to lose ground. 
On the other hand, there are some very definite signs which 
should keep enthusiasm at a high pitch in all divisions of 
the trade. 

The president of the Chicago operators stated recently 
that “if there are 15,000 locations in Chicago, there could be 
at least 30,000 if we would go out and get them.” The move- 
ment for more and better locations is still the spirit that should 
lead operators on to more profitable operations. In this work 
of increasing the number and quality of locations, the op- 
erators need the co-operation of both manufacturers and job- 
bers, something that has not been given the attention that it 
deserves. 

With the widespread legal recognition of the skill games, 
and the legal right to give prizes with such games, the average 
operator can double his business during the next year. The 
progress being made in gaining legal recognition for the games 
and also the right to award prizes has made such headway 
during the present year that the industry should take courage 
and increase its efforts to continue the good work. 

If present favorable conditions for trade with foreign 
countries continue, the foreign markets may be expected to 
show big increases during the next year. The shipment of 
machines to foreign markets is proving to be an unusual re- 
lief in many quarters of the American market. It will go far 
toward evening up the pressure which the operator at home 
feels from the accumulation of machine models. 

So evident are the opportunities for growth and expan- 
sion that it should be easier to turn attention toward im- 
proving our business in every possible way. Let the op- 
erator go after more and better locations, let the jobber im- 
prove his distribution service, let the manufacturer show a 
more intelligent understanding of the operator’s problems, 
and machine pressure will take care of itself.

License Plans 


Give Cheer 


To Eastern Organizations 


Trial of license in 1934 pleasing to coinmen—brings of- 
ficials and operators together to discuss problems—few 
issues remain as 1935 license is considered 


e 
NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—A general meeting between officials of the License De- 
partment and the organized operators here is eagerly looked forward to by coin- 
men, and it is confidently expected that such a meeting will be held, at which 
future licensing plans will be discussed as openly as they were at the meeting held 


early in the year. 


License Commissioner Paul Moss is reported to have said that 
he sincerely hopes for such a meeting in the near future. 


He also expressed the 


idea that all licensing problems and questions that have arisen since the plan 


was put into effect could be discussed at 
this meeting. It is understood that the 
meeting of coinmen will be held under 
the auspices of the Metropolitan Skill 
Games Board of Trade, Inc., the body to 
bring about the first meeting. 

The second year of licensing coin- 
operated amusement devices is due to 
begin November 1. Renewals of old 
licenses are taking place by the hundreds 
at this time. The same fees prevail and 
the continuance of full co-operation from 
the license department is assured. Loca- 
tions and operators alike have become 
acquainted with the legal procedure for 
securing license and merchants in general 
have grown to be enthusiastic about the 
advantages which the license system 
Offers to them. 

Certain problems still remain to be 
Solved. It has already been discovered 
that the legal department of the city had 
hotified the license department to the 
effect that license for a fractional part of 
the year must pay the full annual fee. 
This will be true, even for a license cover-

Looking for Carloads 


Of Attractive Games 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20.— William Blatt, 
Supreme Vending Company, Brooklyn. 
and Milton Green, American Vending 
Company, of Newark, N. J., visited Chi- 
cago together this week.

Before leaving Chicago Mr. Green re- 
ported that his firm had been granted 
the distribution of the Gottlieb games 
in metropolitan New York area.

A car- 
load of the Gottlieb machines was to 
leave for his firm at once. 


Digger Verdict 


The court opinion, rendered in the 
Magistrate’s Court, Second District, Boro 
of Manhattan, New York, Docket Nos. 
6455 and 6456, is published in this issue 
for reference purposes. The machine in 
question was of the digger type: 


COURT OPINION 

“Now I have given great consideration 
to the facts in this case and the argu- 
ments presented before the Court. I 
have painstakingly read the law and 
attempted to construe the real meaning 
of Section 982 and the new section as 
now amended that went into effect on 
May 7, 1934. I have also painstakingly 
inquired into and read the law as it 
at present has been interpreted by the 
highest court, and, in the opinion of 
this court, the ~eople have failed, as a 
matter of fact, tiom the evidence pre- 
sented before me, to make out a prima 
facie case. The evidence clearly shows 
from the testimony of the police officer 
that he had, on an attempt previous to 
the hearing, inserted more than some 
30 coins in order to extract from this 
given machine a certain object upon 
which he concentrated and, upon a 
demonstration in the presence of the 
court and the public, after inserting 
three coins he extracted the coveted 
object. 

“Now whether that was due to ex- 
cessive skill and practice on his part 
it is not for the court to decide. The 
facts indicated from the operation of 
the machine, the nature of its con- 
struction and the operations used by 
the witness for the people that he had 
to do more than merely insert a coin; 
that he had to exercise, whether it was 
judgment or skill or intuitive powers, 
but he had to do something more than

Cut Assessment 


For September 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Because of the 
increased response from members of the 
industry during the past month in filing 
reports and making payments of code 
assessments, the Code Authority finds it 
possible to authorize a 40 per cent credit 
refund on September code assessments 
to those members whose code assess- 
— are paid in full by October 31, 


The action taken by the Code Author- 
ity is as follows: “Forty per cent of the 
net amount of the code assessments on 
its September, 1934, sales will be allowed 
as a credit refund to each member of 
the industry whose code assessments on 
sales for February to September, 1034, 
inclusive, are paid in full by October 31, 
1934. This refund to each member of 
the industry entitled to it shall be 
treated as a credit against future 
amounts due on code assessments.” 


This refund is not to be deducted 
from the September sales assessment, 
but will be shown as a credit on the 
October sales report forms to be issued 
November 1, the same as the 25 per cent 
credit refund on August assessment was 
shown as a credit on the September 
report forms. 


Officials Oppose Cash 
Payout Type of Devices 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Oct. 20.—Pin 
games which pay out jackpots to lucky 
players legally cannot be displayed in 
Grand Rapids, according to Louis H. 
Grettenberger, deputy city attorney. 

Stewart J. Stander, city license clerk, 
asked Grettenberger for a ruling, report- 
ing the machines are operating outside 
the city limits. The device, Gretten- 
berger has ruled, is in violation of the 
State law. 

Ernest W. Presley, local operator, had 
requested a legal ruling on the machines 
from Stander. The deputy city attorney 
in his response holds any device by 
which, players may win cash is in vio- 
lation of the statutes. 


NRA Policy 
On Reports 


ieeiiubians must be kept 
confidential during stage 
of investigation

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—An important 
statement of NRA policy on publicity 
concerning complaints of code violation 
has just been received by the secretary 
of the code authority for the coin-op- 
erated machine manufacturing industry. 
Mr. Darling points out that this policy 
should govern the action of members of 
the industry involved either as the com- 
plainant or the respondent, as well as 
the members of the code authcrity and 
any complaint committee acting on 
such case. 

This statement issued on October 11 
in the form of a letter to all code au- 
thorities from G. A. Lynch, administra- 
tive officer of the National Industrial 
Recovery Board, follows: 

“NRA Bulletin No. 7 (manual for the 
adjustment of complaints) provides that 
all complaints of code violations must 
be treated confidentially. All code au- 
thorities are expected to comply with 
this fundamental principle in their han- 
dling of complaints. 

“In certain cases the publication of 
information on individual cases after 
they have been acted upon by code au- 
thorities and their agencies will be of 
assistance in making the work of these 
agencies more effective. It is the pur- 
pose of this letter to re-state the policy 
of the National Recovery Administra- 
tion with regard to the publication by 
code authorities of information on their 
compliance activities and to indicate the 
circumstances in which publicity is per- 
missible and the procedure to be fol- 
lowed in releasing such information. 

“1. All complaints must be Kept con- 
fidential while they are in the process 
of investigation by industrial adjust- 
ment agencies. The decision of the 
agency should not be published except 
in the circumstances stated below. The 
name of the complainant must under 
no circumstances by revealed without 
his consent. 

“2. Code authorities may at any time 
release impersonal data on the number 
of cases handled by them, the adjust- 
ments effected, the amount of restitu- 
tion of back wages secured and acts 
which have been determined to be vio- 
lations. 

“3. When a code authority has ef- 
fected the adjustment of a deliberate or 
admitted violation and it feels that pub- 
licity on the disposition of the case will 
be in the interest of compliance in the 
industry, it may give publicity to the 
facts in the case and the settlement. A 
copy of the publicity released should be 
sent immediately to the Co-Ordinating 
Branch, Compliance Division of NRA. 

“4. When an unadjusted complaint 
is referred to the Compliance Division 
for further action, the code authority 
may give publicity to the fact that the 
case has been so referred and to the 
charges which have been made against 
the respondent. Code authorities should 
take care to give publicity to only such 
cases as can be substantiated by factual 
information. No publicity should be 
given to cases referred to State NRA 
compliance directors. 

“5. Code authorities may publish 
any information which has been pub- 
licly released by the Compliance or 
Litigation Division on cases handled by 
them. Other information on cases being 
handled by NRA in Washington should 
be kept in confidence. 

“The Compliance Division, whenever 
occasion requires, will furnish code au- 
thorities with information for publicity 
on adjustments secured by State NRA 
compliance directors.”

Amalgamated Makes Survey 


For Data on 


Use of Label

Early check shows 1,800 machines without label—will 
urge all operators to join nearest association—new 
operators enter field when city adopts license plan 


” 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—A survey of locations in this area is being made by the 
Amalgamated Vending Machine Operators’ Association, with eight men working 
under the direction of Joseph Fishman, executive head of the organization. A cur- 
rent checkup shows that 1,800 machines have been found on locations which do not 
have any association label, and it is expected that the total will reach 3,000 before 
the survey is finished. Mr. Fishman is announcing the facts of this survey at meet- 
ings of various associations in this area personally. He states it is the duty of all 


the organizations active in this territory 
to urge that all operators have an associa- 
tion label on their machines on locations. 
Each operator should join the associa- 
tion nearest him, he says. The importance 
of this drive to enlist all operators under 
an association banner is stressed because 
of pending legal questions. 


Fishman spoke before the Greater New 
York Digger Operators’ Association at a 
recent meeting and told the large mem- 

bership present that there was no good 
reason why these 1,800 or more amuse- 
ment machines should be on locations 
without an association membership 
label. He announced that the men work- 
ing on the survey have been instructed 
to “sell” all locations visited on the im- 
portance of dealing with operators who 
are active members of a legitimate or- 
ganization and who place the association 
label on all their machines. The survey 
is being made preparatory to a vigorous 
drive for new members by the Amal- 
gamated. It is reported that a number of 
new operators have entered the field since 
the city began to license amusement de- 
vices. 


Everything has been done to make it 
inviting and easy for new operators to 
join an association, Fishman explains, 
and also an interesting program of 
activities is open to them. Under associa- 
tion supervision there is a much higher 
standard of ethics among operators to- 
day and the work of winning complete 
accord with city officials is going forward. 
He says that the work of the organiza- 
tions has brought much better protection 
to locations and also the operator is as- 
sured of much greater profits. 


The survey is being carried on very 
systematically so that a complete array 
of facts will be available when the work 
is over. The eight men are following 
street by street and canvassing every 
store. Mr. Fishman has stated that mem- 
bers of the associations and the com- 
bined influence of the organization will 
be used to win over locations belonging 
to non-members, unless the operators not 
affiliated with any organization show an 
early tendency to join. At the present 
time, Amalgamated members are in- 
structed to respect the rights of other 
operators in all locations. 


Texas Operators Greet 
New Office With Orders 


FT. WORTH, Tex., Oct. 20.—Business 
has been going along at a brisk pace, 
according to Helen Savage, attractive 
young manager of the Automatic 
Amusement Company office recently 
opened here. The home office of the 
firm is in Memphis. Altho Miss Savage 
appears to be very young, she claims the

Appeal Case 
Is Revived 


@ 
Recent happenings show 
need of modern definition 
of mechanical skill games 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The remanding 
of a pin-game case by Magistrate Jonah 
J. Goldstein to the Court of Special 
Sessions has focused attention of coin- 
men and public officials alike on the 
outcome of an appeal in the Supreme 
Court, Appellate Division, first depart- 
ment. This case has been pending for 
some time, and attorneys for the op- 
erators recently obtained an extension of 
time in which to prepare the defense. 
Defense attorneys are also considering 
at the present time whether to continue 
with the appeal already filed or to ap- 
peal another case. Full co-operation 
between the license department, other 
public officials and the operators has 
been in vogue here for several months 
and the general results have been re- 
garded as very satisfactory. 

But it is apparent now that a test 
in the high court is necessary and at- 
tention is centering there. The licensing 
department is going ahead with plans 
to license the games for the coming 
year, while lower courts are holding up 
pending cases to await the decision of 
the high court. 

A crucial question of the definition 
of a “skill game” is expressed in the 
written opinion of Magistrate Goldstein, 
as he referred the present case to the 
Court of Special Sessions, saying that 
“all parties proceeded to the Court of 
Special Sessions, judges’ chambers, and 
I had a conference with the chief judge 
of the Court of Special Sessions, Judge 
Kernochan, and Assistant District At- 
torney James J. Wilson, who represents 
the district attorney’s office in the 
Court of Special Sessions in the prose- 
cution of cases of similar character in- 
volved in this case. Judge Kernochan 
read the correspondence that he had 
with the Department of Licenses where- 
in reference was made to the opinion 
rendered by the Corporation Counsei to 
the effect that machines of this kind 
were not gambling devices in that there 
were elements of skill involved. Judge 
Kernochan answered the Corporation 
Counsel's letter by stating that he dis- 
agreed with that point of view. Judge 
Kernochan further informed me that 
there was a difference of opinion among 
the judges of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions, some holding that it was a gam- 
bling device because the element of 
chance was as present as the element of 
skill, while other judges holding that 
where there was any element of skill 
it was not a gambling device. Judge 
Kernochan further informed me that 
the Court of Special Sessions, by a di- 
vided court, convicted a defendant and 
that this case is now on appeal to the 
Appellate Division, first department. 
Mr. Wilson thereupon telephoned to 
the Appeals Division of the district at- 
torney’s office to find out what prog- 


ress had been made with that appeal. 
Judge Kernochan further informed me 
that pending the decision in the Appel- 
late Division all cases of this character 
have been remarked reserved generally. 
Under the circumstancs, pending word 
from the district attorney’s office I will 
adjourn this case for one week, and if 
the appeal pending is undetermined I 
will send the case to the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions and parole the defendant. 
If the appeal is not pending and has 
been withdrawn, in view of the fact that 
the Court of Special Sessions has con- 
victed in this type of case, I would be 
in duty bound to send the case to the 
Court of Special Sessions. If, on the 
other hand, the Appellate Division has 
sustained the point of view of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, I would have no 
choice other than, and it would be my 
duty, to dismiss the complaint.” 

Organizations of coinmen in the New 
York area are marshaling all their 
forces, in plans of defense, to argue for 
the skill games before the Supreme 
Court. 


Jobber Reaction Pleases 
Maker of New Pin Games 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—After getting the 
reaction of jobbers all over the country 
to his new games, Merry-Go-Round and 
Fiying Trapeze, Dave Gottlieb, of D. 
Gottlieb & Company, says that the re- 
sponse is very encouraging. A promi- 
nent St. Louis distributor is reported to 
be more enthusiastic about the games 
than about the winning of the World’s 
Series by the Cardinals. 

“If it makes them feel like that,” 
Gottlieb avers, “we can be pardoned for 
feeling great pride in the games our- 
selves. From reports these tables are 
ccnsidered among the most successful 
pin games offered to the playing public. 
Operators report that earnings are noth- 
ing short of phenomenal. The differ- 
ence between the success of the Cardi- 
nals and that of the Merry-Go-Round 
is that the ball team has only a short 
jseason, While the table games keep 
earning money all the year thru.” 


Venders Show 


Fall Increase 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Oct. 20.— 
Chicky Candy Company, selling a variety 
of candy bars thru vending machines, 
reports a 20 per cent increase in busi- 
ness since September 1 over last year. 
L. L. Lane, president, says business is 
approximately 15 per cent ahead of 
previous months this year and he is 
looking forward to a steady gain. Lane 
is secretary of the Michigan AMA. 

The increase is largely seasonal, he 
says, with operators reporting many new 
cpenings as business goes into the fall 
swing. Chicky Candy Company has in- 
creased employment 40 per cent since 
the first of the year. A new policy was 
adopted October 1 of selling to jobbers 
thru factory representatives and whole- 
salers, the company discontinuing its 
method used in Michigan and Indiana 
of selling direct.

remains, he said, that it will have its 
effect on overhead and merchandise costs. 
He warned that this was a time to be 
hedging or cutting or at least maintain- 
ing reasonable commission rates to con- 
cessions in order that reserves might be 
built up to tide thru a period while the 
public and business is adjusting itself to 
more extreme or actual inflationary con- 
ditions. This, he stated, would be more 
rational than entering into ruthlessly 
competing or “cut-throat” commission 
agreements, not only because of the un- 
favorable boomerang such practice would 
mean to the operator engaging in it, but 
also because of the damage which would 
be caused more fair practicing operators 
who might feel forced to follow in their 
wake to keep locations. 


Members said that such commission 
rates as 30 per cent, 35 per cent and even 
50 per cent were known to have been 
paid. It was agreed that a “live-and-let- 
live” rate was from 15 per cent to 20 per 
cent and surely not more than 25 per cent 
under the most extenuating circum- 
stances. Members also agreed that if op- 
erators kept an honest record of their 
profits and did not “kid” themselves on 
more or less invisible overhead they would 
find that high commission rates cannot 
practically be paid. Intimations were ex- 
pressed that operators who pay such ex- 
orbitant rates may be found to be “short- 
ing” the count on pennies to the owner 
of concession. Others may adjust their 
machines so that only a small penny’s 
worth is dispensed. These practices, it 
was said, not only react to the disad- 
vantage ultimately of the operator en- 
gaging in them, but also cast a serious 
reflection against the industry by the 
public in general. The association secre- 
tary asked the Committeee on Fair Busi- 
ness Ethics to report cases of exorbitant 
commissions being paid with the view 
of the association officially making friend- 
ly representation to the payers of such 
rates, pointing out the human and eco- 
nomic folly of such expense. Serious 
consideration was given the plan of bring- 
ing commission rates under a code au- 
thority with consequent penalties for 
violations in the event that such repre- 
sentations fail to accomplish fair results.

Altho these commission problems were 
held next in importance to tax problems, 
the recent tax situation was again re- 
ported on by committee members and 
others and, notwithstanding some un- 
favorable development in outlying com- 
munities, the Los Angeles situation was 
said to be very favorable and official ac- 
tion was looked for at an early date. At- 
tending members expressed appreciation 
of the association’s efforts and especially 
of the committee’s defensive action in 
the tax matter. The vast benefits to be 
derived from membership in th. associa- 
tion were illustrated by actual accom- 
plishments along this line to date. 
Greater attendance of members was urged 
in order that more intimate or personal 
enthusiasm be evidenced to encourage 
the association’s executive board and the 
various committees to which have been 
assigned important tasks. In an inter- 
view with the association’s secretary, it 
was explained that meetings of the asso- 
ciation are now held in the evening of 
the second Monday of each and every 
month instead of on Tuesdays as hereto- 
fore. It was also mentioned that a drive 
is constantly on for new members and 
that those who contemplate joining the 
association as well as present members 
should get in touch with the secretary 
to learn of the time and place of the 
next big rally to be held at a popular 
restaurant downtown, where dinner will 
be served at no extra cost above ordinary 
monthly dues. 

In response to reference by the treas- 
urer to past due membership fees it was 
suggested and agreed that a constructive 
policy be followed wherein, under un- 
fortunate circumstances, members who 
have become unwillingly delinquent in 
dues be allowed to maintain their mem- 
bership in good standing provided cur- 
rent dues of 50 cents per month be paid 
and payments made on past fees as 
soon as conventiently possible, this 
policy conforming to the splendid co- 
operative spirit which has characterized 
and strengthened the organization so 
much during the past year. 

A request asks that all publicity 
mediums when using the reference “op- 
erator” so qualify the word as to define 
kind of machines operated such as “mer- 
chandising or vending machine operator” 
or “amusement game operator,” reason 
for this being that in many important 
issues the public has often confused one 
with the other, the Western Vending Ma- 
chine Operators’ Association being largely 
made up of merchandising or merchan- 
dise vending machine operators. Adver- 
tisers and others, they say, will be mu- 
tually benefited by recognition of this 
definition. 

Steps are to be taken to establish a 
code of ethics among members in order 
that the association may win official rec- 
ognition of various retail and other trade 
bodies to the end that the time will come 
when only members in good standing of 
the association will be recognized when 
locations are solicited. Under such a plan 
the association would become a clearing 
house to promote goodwill for operator 
members with the location owners.

that have simmered down in the big city 
spots. Even the midget pool tables are 
welcome in many small towns and 
always show a good profit. One loca- 
tion owner stated that his miniature 
pool table was the best bet he had in 
his store. 


Texas coin-machine men must be on 
their toes and ready to gather at Aus- 
tin during the January (1935) session 
of the Legislature. The best of repre- 
sentation must be on the floor and a 
just tax fought for. Coin machines of 
every description, no doubt, are going 
to be taxed and the question will surely 
come up at the January session. If the 
industry does not prepare for the event 
and work with the Legislature for a 
fair and just tax, then we cannot expect 
anything but an unfair tax. There is 
no use for the Texas boys to dodge the 
issue longer. This injunction business 
is going to be ended and the thing to 
do is see that a just tax is passed. The 
Texas association should gird itself for 
this important matter. 


The Court of Criminal Appeals on 
Cctober 10 upheld the constitutionality 
of an act levying a graduated scale of 
occupational taxes on coin machines. 
The case was an appeal from lower court 


rulings and has been pending for some 
time. All pin tables are taxed $10 per 
year by the State; all other penny ma- 
chines are assessed $1 per year. Each 
county may add half the amount of the 
State tax and the city may also add 
half the amount, which means a pos- 
sibility of $20 per year on table games 
in some cities. 

Following the court’s decision the de- 
fendant filed a motion for a rehearing. 
but at this writing the court had not 
ruled on the motion. 


According to reports reaching Texas. 
the National Coin Machine Corporation, 
of Baltimore, has announced its inten- 
tion to open a branch house in 
Houston.

Mills Loses 


Conn. Plea

special court as against

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 20.—A spe- 
cial United States constitutional court 
this week denied the petition of Mills 
Novelty Company, Chicago, for an in- 
junction restraining the State of 
Connecticutt from interfering with the 
operation of slot machines. An opinion 
on the case heard in New Haven on 
June 28, was filed with the clerk of the 
District Court. The action, to enjoin 
Gov. Wilbur L. Cross and other State 
officials from seizing the plaintiff’s ma- 
chines, was directed at a law enacted 
in 1933, forbidding slot machines in the 
State. This law, at the time, was re- 
garded as one of the strictest in the 
country and was said to be due to the 
fact that officials had become infuri- 
ated at maneuvers of slot-machine in- 
terests in the State. 


The plaintiff sought to have the 
statute declared unconstitutional by al- 
leging in petition that it imposed an 
unlawful restraint and burden upon 
interstate commerce in violation of the 
constitution, and because it took prop- 
erty without due process of law, con- 
trary to the 14th amendment. It was 
also charged that the 1933 statute was 
arbitrary and beyond the power of the 
State to adopt and enforce. 

Circuit Judge Thomas W. Swan, with 
District Judges Edwin S. Thomas and 
Carroll C. Hincks, comprised the con- 
stitutional court and wrote in the court 
opinion that, “Bearing in mind that the 
amendment followed the Farrell deci- 
sion, it seems clear to us that the Legis- 
lature had expressed in definite and un- 
ambiguous words the intention to ban 
not only slot machines which are de- 
signed or used for the purpose of lottery 
or gambling, but also those which are 
used or designed to discharge only 
tokens that may be used for further op- 
eration of a slot machine.” 

In another part of the opinion it its 
stated that “indeed, the elaborate mech- 
anism, the inane witticisms and sym- 
bols and terms such as ‘jackpot’ which 
the machine carries, invite suspicion as 
to the use to whch it may be put.” 
Further, that “the Legislature may rea- 
sonably have concluded even if tokens 
are used only for the limited purpose of 
playing the machine against a chance of 
getting more tokens and witticisms, 
they tend to jeopardize public morals 
by inculcating the gpirit and habit of 
gambling.”

British Firms 
Show Profits 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—British operators 
of coin machines expect to share in 
the general business improvements re- 
ported in England. For the third quar- 
ter of this year British industry re- 
ported profits 27 per cent higher than 
for the same period in 1933. According 
to some authorites this is the first 
time in seven years that business has 
shown such all-round increases in re- 
turns. 

The greatest increase in net profit is 
shown by hotels and restaurants with 
leading companies reporting gains of 
141.8 per cent over 1933. Next come 
28 iron, coal and steel companies with 
a 120.5 per cent increase and two motor- 
cycle and aviation concerns reporting 
a gain of 112.4 per cent. 

The nation-wide building boom its re- 
flected in reports of 10 companies mak- 
ing building materials whose profits 
were 87.8 per cent ahead of last year’s. 
Sixty-four rubber companies reported 
profits 72.9 per cent higher than in 
1933. 

The only exceptions were tobacco, 
shipping and gas companies and trusts, 
which showed eae decreases in net 
profits.

Locations Make 
Gain in Sales 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The consuming 
public showed that it had plenty of 
money to spend, according to Septem- 
ber reports of sales in retaii stores. 
While big department stores, chains and 
mail-order firms figured in the total, 
operators of coin machines regard the 
report encouraging since many of their 
amusement devices are placed in retail 
stcres of various kinds. Consumers 
spent over $404,000,000 in retail stores 
during September, the largest amount 
for that month since 1931, as reported 
by A. W. Zelomek, of the International 
Statistical Bureau. 

This year’s September total compares 
with $367,310,000 in that month of last 
year and $371,310,000 in 1932, and shows 
a gain of approximately $65,000,000 over 
this year’s August figure. 

Mr. Zelomek estimated that the gain 
in expenditures covering the first nine 
months of 1934 would exceed 1933 outgo 
for the same period by $%500,000,000. 

September expenditures for the four 
types of retail distribution showed a 
gain of 7.7 per cent above that month 
of a year ago, according to the bureau’s 
index, altho there was a decline of 2.1, 
per cent under August after seasonal 
adjustment. 

In discussing the current trend of re- 
tail trade. Mr. Zelomek points out that 
the increase in volume over a year ago 
is most significant in that it represents 
increased sales of units as well as 
greater dollar sales. 

The unit gain, he estimated at almost 
6 per cent, this improvement in the 
movement of physical merchandise be- 
ing explained by the fact that retail 
prices, according to the Fairchild index, 
are 19 per cent avove 1933 figures, 
whereas dollar sales, according to the 
International Statistical Bureau, are 
7.7 per cent larger than a year ago.

on to only a handful of people. This 
would have been the result had it been 
clear, but the promoter blames it on 
the weather and says, ‘wait till tomor- 
row night.’ 

“Needless to say, the attendance is the 
same ‘tomorrow night.’ Then the pro- 
moter stalls the performers, the band 
and everyone else. Everyone tries to 
make the best of a bad situation and 
in the end they all hold the bag. 


“There are legitimate promoters. They are 
well known, have been operating successfully 
for years and under all circumstances have 
paid every obligation. Therefore, my thoughts 
on the subject will be welcomed by them, 
as they will be welcomed by the thousands 
of artists who are cheated every season. 


“Flowery Promises” 

66Q@QOME of the fly-by-night promoters 

have repeatedly plundered per- 

formers with flowery promises to 
make good, and in some cases these men 
have changed their names or operated 
thru dummy names. This they find nec- 
essary when they become so well known 
that they could not get a show together 
under their own names. 

“While all promoters operating on a 
shoestring are not dishonest, the result 
is the same. The artist, as well as oth- 
ers who extend credit, holds the bag. 


“Whether thru inexperience or whatever 
you care to call it, these promoters are 
nevertheless the direct cause of much suf- 
fering among performers. They are a detri- 
ment to the business. 


“Depositing” Protection 

éé HAT can be done to protect the 

artist? I would suggest that no 

artist accept a contract without 
their money being deposited in a bank 
in escrow for them or guaranteed them 
by a recognized legitimate promoter. 
This is about the only protection the 
artist can expect until such legislation 
is passed to give the performer protec- 
tion like any other worker is entitled 

” 


Thanks, Joe. Your angle on legislation 
should be given careful study. I have 
always felt that outside legislation 
should be sought only as a last resort. 
An industry should govern itself from 
within whenever possible, and wherever 
there exist forces which can adequately 
consolidate the factors leading to 100 
per cent regulation. In the legitimate 
theater the Actors’ Equity Association 
has done it—nobly. I believe it can be 
done in the promotion field.

The performers 
took over the show on commonwealth 
plan, and biz improved after this move. 
According to Carlos, the acts were paid 
“just a few pennies.” He himself did 
not get a cent. My information is that 
Knight promised the K. of C. 22 acts. 
Actually, there were but four—Carlos, 
Friscoe’s Seals, Jean Saunders and Vic- 
toria and Frank. 

Carlos makes the following statement: 
“Any lodge that contracts with a pro- 
moter should demand either money de- 
posited in a local bank to insure obliga- 
tions or a bond guaranteeing payment 
of performers, auspices and so on.” 

Carlos’ case is typical. He brought 
two trucks and three men (not count- 
ing himself) to Glens Falls. His invest- 
ment was probably more than the pro- 
moter’s.

ing as short a period as two or three 
weeks. Heretofore, the license fee has 
been prorated according to the period of 
time for which used. The new ruling 
came as a complete surprise to the op- 
erators. Another surprise was the an- 
nouncement that the city will only sanc- 
tion the $50 annual occupational license 
for professional operators of coin ma- 
chines to be applied only to those who 
own two or more machines. Operators 
had welcomed this occupational fee, ap- 
plied to all who owned one or more ma- 


chines, as a discouragement to locations 
buying their own machines. 

Operators here, since the announce- 
ment of license for the new year, have 
shown greater activity than any time in 
the history of the trade, it is said. New 
games have been taken up the moment 
they arrived in town. Operators say that 
locations are awaiting all the new games 
and that the city license really gives en- 
couragement to the acceptance of amuse- 
ment devices in places of business. 

Attorneys for the operating organiza- 
tions have conferences regularly with the 
license department to discuss questions 
and to present the operators’ side of the 
problems. Attorney. Benjamin Haskell 
has had many conferences representing 
the organized digger operators of the city. 
It is expected that the license for this 
type of machine will be announced soon 
and that it will be about twice the an- 
nual fee for table games. Many pinball 
operators are known to be waiting for the 
announcement of license for the digger- 
type machine so that they can enter this 
field also. It is anticipated that the op- 
eration of diggers and cranes will feel a 
boom as soon as the city grants license for 
these machines. 

License department officials have defi- 
nitely stated that license fees will be ex- 
tended to all types of coin-operated de- 
vices, including merchandising and sérv- 
ice machines. Operators of vending and 
service machines are ready to oppose any 
move to license their machines, it is said, 
explaining that they sell merchandise at 
retail value and that their machines do 
not earn the profits which are common 
to amusement devices.
